SUMMARY. 


The various causes assigned for the 
decline in Petroleum Certificates last 
week prompt other conclusions to be 
drawn as to the primary and secondary 
cause, which seem to be the most rea- 
sonable way to account for the precip- 
itation of values. The Petroleum trade 
has been Accej ting the views of resi- 
dent foreigners concerning the pro- 
gress of the Russian Oil interests, and 
as they have generally passed without 
contradiction for the reason that no 
person seemed to have the time for 
writing an explanation, we are pleased 
to give placein another column to a 
denial of the many wild statements 
made in the interest of Russian parties 
and against American refiners. The 
business done in shipping mineral II- 
luminating Oil to foreign countries for 
the past twenty-three years is ill ustrat- 
ed by the statistics and comments there- 
on which appear elsewhere. White 
Lead corroders were in session in Pitts- 
bturg last week in the interest of har- 
wony and succeeded iu adjusting cer- 
tain differences which threatened the 
existence of the association. An- 
other effort is being made _ to 
reorganize the Red Lead Assuciation, 
the progress of which is chronicled 
elsewhere. The proposed crganization 
of Paint and Varnish mavufactorers 
and dealers is assuming definite shape, 
a call for a meeting having been issued 
from this office by request. Reference 
is wade to the profit realized from 
minivg Phosphate Rock in Charleston, 
and to the discussion now under way 
relative to imposing a higher state tax 
on the river companies. An increased 
business is reported in the imports and 
exports, a comparative table of which 
is published in this issue. 


Now that the storm has blown over, 
traders in Petroleum are reviewing the 
work of the past few days and getting 
at the result; some incidents of the 
excitement are given elsewhere. Lima 
oil is a growing factor in the situation, 
and we announce a new refinery, a pipe 
line and other news from that field. 
Liquid fuel is receiving more attention 
daily, as will be seen by two articles in 
this issue, one having reference to the 
use of petroleum on the Brooklyn 
elevated road. Exports of mineral oil 
for November and the past eleven 
months are given; also the monthly 
statement of the pipe lines. Excite- 
ment over the Grand Valiey oil field has 
about ceased, the wells now in that 
district being few and mentioned else- 
where. A short sketch of the life of 
Capt. J. J. Vandergrift is given. The 
Tarentum, Pa., natural gas field is re- 
ported failed, and the producing terri- 
tory at East Brady, Pa,, has changed 
hands. 


The decline in hops has been gradu- 
al but heavy, and some large losses 
have been incurred. Property belong- 
ing to the Turkey Red Dyeing Co., in 
Rho.le Island, has been sold at auc- 
tion. Reference is made to East bound 
bills of lading. Anaccount is given of 
the uses of cottonseed in India. Con- 
gress has been asked to modify the 
Treasury regulation so as to permit 
importers to pay their duties with cer- 
tified checks; this agitation was start- 
ed by the REPORTER, and the sugges- 
tion is meeting with favor. Cinchona 
prospects in Ceylon and Java are just 
now receiving attention from quinine 
manufacturers and operators, who will 
be interested in two late articles upon 
this subject elsewhere. The whale 
that was seen in the vicinity of Phila- 
delphia has been caught and slaught- 
ered. Recent intelligence concernivg 
the Widnes’ chemical interestsis pub- 
lished in this issue, and the fertilizer 
question again commands attention, 
as wil be seen by referring to our cor- 
respondence column, where several 
letters are given from experiment sta- 
tions and the National Commissioner 
of Agriculture, 





CALL FOR A MEETING OF THE 
PAINT, OIL AND VARNISH 
TRADES. 

Since we last wrote upon the subject 
of organizing the manufacturers and 
wholesale dealers in paints, oils and 
varpvishes in New York city for the 
purpose of regulating prices, adjusting 
differences of opinion on matters of 
general interest, and attending to all 
of the details usually relegated to such 
a body, the matter has been agitated 
by leading members of these trades 
with no definite result, except to prove 
the possibility of sucli an association. 
Previous efforts in this direction have 
not been so successful as to encourage 
the projectors of the movement to per- 
severe, but they have at least demon- 
strated how desirable organization 
would be under conditions that frater- 
nized this large body of merchants, 
who, having so much in common, have 
at present so little in harmony. Con- 
sidering the history of past organiza- 
tions in New York, and comparing it 
with the successful and very useful as- 
sociations in these and kindred trades 
elsewhere, it seems that, perhaps, the 
fault hitherto has been in the methods 
employed here, and that more gruatify- 
ing results might follow a different 
basis of association than has yet been 
tried. Many of the trade here, having 
been afforded an opportunity to ob- 
serve the methods pursued by the New 
England Paint and Oil Club, have 
learned how pleasunt the business and 
social relations of its members have 
become as a result of its occasional 
meetings, and will doubtless concur in 
the belief that a similar form of organ- 
ization might exist here, with equally 
salutary results. That club has been 
in existence for two or three years, and 
admits to membership, at an annual 
fee of two dollars, ‘‘any person as 
principal, agent or broker engaged in 
the sale of paints, oils, varnishes, tur- 
pentine or brushes at wholesale” in 
New England. The objects of the 
club are “social intercourse and the 
discussion of all business matters of 
interest to the dealers in paints, oils, 
ete.” Its meetings are held at 3 P. M. 
on the second Saturday in each month 
from October to May, inclusive, and at 
each meeting the members dine to- 
gether at an expense of two dollars 
apiece on all ordinary occasions, each 
member having the right to invite, at 
his own expense, one guest at each meet 
ing. The executive committee also have 
the right to invite, as the guests of 
the club, ‘‘any gentleman who, in their 
judgment,it would be the pleasure and 
interest of the club to entertain,” the 
expense of such ente:tainmeut to be 
defrayed from the funds of the club. 
This Lrief synopsis of the by-laws in- 
dicates the plan on which the club is 
organized. Its prime object is social 
intercourse, and an isacident of its 
meetings is the discussion of trade 
matters. Such discussions, tempered 
by the fraternal feeling that has sprung 
from the better personal acquaintance 
with one another which the members 
have formed in the club, has materially 
benefitted the trade in New England. 
The asperities of business competition 
have been softened, without any of 
the disciplinary methods that exist in 
all strictly business organizations, and 
which usually terminate in more ill- 
feeling than they were designed to 
cure. 

An organization almost identical 
with the New England Club was formed 
a year ago by the wholesale dealeis 
in this state west of the Hudson River, 
under the title, ‘‘The Paint and Oil 
Association of the State of New York.” 
Its meetings are necessarily attended 
with some difficulty, owing to the dis- 
tance which a wejority of its members 
must travel to reach them, but it has 
still succeeded in accomplishing seme 
good, and has atleast proved an en- 
dorsement of this form of organization. 
A similar though perhaps broader as- 
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sociation might exist here, with marked 
and lasting benefit to the trade. We 
would not sugyest a mere membership 
of firms, but of any and all members 
of firms, so that the social elem:nt 
might be developed to the fullest ex- 
tent. It is a fact, as conspicuous as it 
is unfortunate, that a large proportion 
ofthe paint and oil houses here are 
known to one another through single 
members only. Seniors and juviore, in 
competing houses of many years’ 
standing, meet for the first time and are 
introduced as the guests of customers 
in other cities, or at gatherings wholly 
disconnected with trade. Much of the 
pleasure of business life is lost by the 
lack of a more general and intimate 
acquaintance between the senior +8 
wellas the younger members of the 
New York houses, and competition is 
rendered unnecessarily acrimonious 
and unprofitable by the fact that those 
engaged in it know one another only 
as competitors, and not at all as social 
acquaintances and friends. 

Believing that these sentiments are 
entertained by the trade generally, 
but not having the necessary time or 
means at their command to thorough- 
ly test the matter, prominent repre- 
sentatives of the paint, oil and 
yarnish trades who have already done 
much toward successfully starting the 
movement have requested the RE- 
PORTER to take it in hand, feeling that 
through our columns all those inter- 
ested may be brought together and the 
association or club organized on the 
basis above outlined. Acting upon 
this request we have prepared the fol- 
lowing call for a meeting, which we 
believe will be heartily and genera!ly 
responded to:

WHAT CAUSED TILE DECLINE IN 
PETROLEUM? 

All sorts of causes are assigned for 
the sharp and violent fluc!uations in 
petroleum certificates last week, among 
whieh may be mentioned the financial 
disability of the long interests; the 
panicky feeling growing out of the un- 
settled condition of the market; fears 
of additional failures among specula- 
tive traders; brokers selling out their 
light margin customers on the long 
side, thus throwing a large quantity of 
oil on the market and accepting almost 
any price in their desire to even up; 
the un.ounded rumor about negotia- 
tions being iu progress to secure con- 
trol of the Caspian oil fields; increased 
flow of the McGahey well; a tight 
money market and a sympathiziog in- 
fluence from 21 heavy and weak stock 
market; also high carrying charges 
which indicated an important long in- 
terest in oil. 

The combination of causes may 
have influenced values more or less 
but the primary reason may be 
found in the fact that the bears 
played havoc with prices on Tues- 
day of last week between 12:30 and 
1 o'clock when the principal support 
ers of the market were dining. Their 
absence in this market and at Pitts- 
burg was taken advantage of and in 
the course of twenty minutes prices 
were hammered down from 78 to 72%c., 
The return of the bulls to the specu- 
lative ring was heralded by an import- 
ant advance, but the damage had been 
done and a panicky fe. ling ensued, fol - 
lowed by lower prices in subsequent 
deals. Fuel was then added to the ex- 
citement by the circulation of sensa- 
tional and false reports, with the view 
no doubt of bearing the market fur-

over 1882. Any loss of trade in Europe 
has been covered by an increase of 
Shipments to Asia and Oceanica, which 
were 19,482,671 gallons in 1877 and 134,- 
512,400 gallons in 1886, or represen‘ing 
an increase from 8.8 per cent. in 1877 
to $1.4 per cent. in 1866 of the total 
value of our exports of illuminating 
oil to all countries. 

The decline in the price of illuminat- 
ing oil during the years under review 
is forcibly illustrated by a comparison 
of values, which requires no additicn- 
al explanation. Another feature of 
the foreign trad2 is referred to as fol- 
lows by the Bureau of Statistics. 

The fact that American oil is of a better 
average quality than the Russian product does 
not compensate for the difference in cost. 
Labor is cheaper in Russia than in the United 
States,and,while we convey oils in barrels, pay- 
ing the cost of preparing, loading, transport- 
ing, and delivering by this method, Russian oil 
is conveyed in bulk, in huge tanke, in vessels 
specially constructed for the purpose. More- 
over, itisexpected that in the near future 
Western Europe will be supplied by Russia 
from the oil wells in Asia Minor with oil trans- 
ported in tank steamers and by railway, and 
that every city and town will be provided with 
reservoirs for storing, refining, and supplying 
them on the spot. 

The construction of the Suez Canal, which is 
located at so great a distance from us that its 
influence upon our commerce ig little heeded 
by many, is another important factor, aug- 
menting the strength of the competition of 
Asiatic Russia in foreign markets with our

TO REORGANIZE THE RED LEAD 
ASSUCIATION, 

One of the results of the lead corro- 
dersconvention,towhich extended re f- 
erence is made else where, was a propo i- 
tioa torenew the agreement on red 
lead, the manufacturers of which are 
also members of that organization. It 
is probable that if any steps are taken 
to bring about this desirable result the 
plan formerly in operatiou will be 
greatly improved upon before it is put 
tothe test .gain. The experien e of 
the majority of red lead manufacturers 
with that and other methods adopted 
to secure permanent and uniform 
prices has not been at all satisfactory 
and it is questionable if they could be 
induced to subscribe to any agree- 
ment which does not promise 
them complete immunity from the 
various methods of evading the obliga- 
tions imposed upon all, such as were 
practiced ¢.uring the existence of the 
last association. On the other hand 
tke results of an open market have 
been so unprofitable and vexatious that 
the desire for a return to uniform 
prices, discounts, etc., is more strongly 
marked than ever before, The New 


! York.manufacturers have suffered less 


in their home market trom the result 
of sharp competition under the present 
methods of doing business in this ar- 
ticle than they have in New England, 
where, we are told, trade has been 
greatly demoralized by the efforts of 
makers in different sections to held or 
increase their patronage among deal- 
ers, by underselling their competitors. 
They are therefore quite as desirous as 
the manufacturers of other centers 
that some remedy should be applied 
to this very unsatisfactory state of 
affairs. Itis probable that ths agita- 
tion of the question at the Pittsburg 
meeting will bear fruit in a few days. 





THE WHITE or AGREEMENT 

It was currently believed that the 
meeting of the National White Lead 
Associntion in this city early in Octo- 
ber settled all disputed points which 
had existed previous to that time and 
started the orgariization on another 
year with brighter prospects and a 
stronger footing than it kad ever 
known. Recent developments make it 
quite clearly apparent that there was 
not that unanimity and good feeling 
among the members necessary to its 
perpetuation, and d-spite the strenu- 
ous efforts made by the Executive 
Committee it seemed at one time as if 
the organization was in danger of sum- 
marily terminating its career. The 
trouble was caused principally by one 
of the largest corroders in the West, 
who felt convinced that the terms of 
the national agreement were not be- 
ing lived up to by certain competitors 
of his in the tame section. In this be 
lief and with the impression that the 
association had not sufficient power or 
influence to command a proper ob- 
servance of its rules, he announced 
his intention of withdrawing from 
membership so that he might be at lib- 
erty to meet his competitors on more

THE PROFIT IN MINING PHOS. 

PHATE ROCK. 


A lively controversy is now progress- 
ing in Charleston, 8. C., over an effort 
to advance the license for the privilege 
of mining phosphate rock from the 
river. The companies engag din the 
business pay to the State a royalty of 
one dollar per ton, and the Legislature 
is asked to double the amount. Land 
companies are exempt, as they mine 
the rock on their own property. Tho 
subject is engrossing tte attention of 
fertilizer manufacturers, as an increase 
im-the license means higher prices for 
rock, provided competitiun with the 
land companies does not interfere. 
The discussion in the local press has 
brought out some facts in the manage- 
ment cf the industry which have not 
been disclosed heretofore. Jt is alleged 


































What that 
would mean to the trade in this com- 
modity is not difficult to foretell. The 
history of the trade prior to the or- 
ganization of the present association 
is still fresh in the minds of all dealers 
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that some of the companies mining 
river rock have realized so handsomely 
from their profits as to justify their 
stock of a hindied dollars per share 
par, selling on the market at $1.200@ 
1700 per share, but none have been offer- 
ed even at such prices. The claim is also 
advanced that a single dredge .can 
raise one hundred and twenty tons of 
washed rock per hour, the cost of 
which is computed at ten cents per 
ton. At this rate, river mining of 
phosphate rock must be a perfect bo- 
nanza, butas the arguments in favor 
of a higher license come from parties 
opposing the river industry, they may 
meet with a denial from the other side. 
At all events, the trade bas been one 
of the most fruitful sources of revenue 
to the State and added to the wealth 
of the Charleston residents. Tho val- 
uable deposits are being rapidly ex- 
hausted, it is said, which event would 
prove very unfortunate to the fertilizer 
trade unless new flelds were developed 
in Alabama—the next supposed source 
of supply. Land companies do not 
realize the same returns as their river 
competitors, as the average profit has 
not been more than a legitimate inter- 
est upon their investment from the 
time they commenced to the present 
date. South Carolina should not em- 
barrass the corporations by an imposi- 
tion of e heavy and probable prohibit- 
ive tax; the industry needs to be fos- 
tered and protected so long as it lasts.

THE INCREASE IN IMPORTS AND 
EXPORTS, 


If other evidence than the steady de- 
mand for goods were needed to prove 
that the year 1886 has been an unusu- 
ally prosperous one for the manufac- 
turers and dealers of oils, paints. dyes, 
drugs, chemicals, etc., the fact present- 
ed by the last report of the Bureau of 
Statistics of the Treasury Department 
would gu far toward furnishing it. 
Some pessimists contend that the re- 
vival of trade to which frequent refer- 
ence has been made in co umercial re- 
ports durivg the past six months is 
largely imaginary, originating chiefly 
in the minds of the writers of these re- 
ports, but it is scarcely probable that 
the grui.blers will include the statis- 
ties compiled by the government in 
this category, and a comparison of the 
statements presented would be good 
recreation for them. and give a more 
healtby tone to their views. 

In the tables presented below will be 
found wany interesting comparisons 
which will bear out the statements we 
have made. It will be seen that the 
demands of the trade necessitated 
heavier imports from foreign sources 
‘of supply and we find that this increase 
amounts in value to $393,566, the im- 
ports for the first ten months of the 
year amounting in yalue to $45,442,847 
against $44,849,231 for the same length 
of time jn 1885. In looking through 
these tables we find that the greatest 
percentage of increase wasin the im- 
ports of alizarine, crude camphor, 
ecutch and gambier, and all other gums 
(except arabics), chloride of lime or 
bleaching powder, licorice root, the 
quinine salts, nitrate f soda, plumba- 
go, unground spices, bristles and 
brushes, glycerine, dyewood extracts, 
crude opium, glass and glassware, hops, 
animal oils, olive oil, essential oils, 
paints and colors, fancy soaps and 
sponges. Notwithstanding the increage 
in the receipts here indicated many of 
these articles are in light stock on the 
spot and none of them, or at mosta 
very small pr:.portion, are in excessive 
supply. The scarcity of supplies in 
the primary markets, the transferrence 
of the consuming demand to some sub- 
stitute or the presence here of what is 
considered an already sufficient stock, 
have caused a marked falling off in 
the imports of a number of articles, 
Among these may be mentioned cincho- 
na barks, cochineal, gum arabic,indigo, 
muriate of potash, vanilla beans,guano, 





crude or native phosphates for fertiliz- 
ing purposes, fixed or expressed oils, 
aniline colors, saltpeter, sal soda and 
soda ash, sumac and linseed. A large 
number of the articles enumerated be- 
low show very little increase over last 
year, while others show a falling off in 
like proportion, 


While the imports have been increas- 
ing, our exports of drugs, paints, oils, 
etc., show a steady and gratifying 
growth. In 1885 the total value of the 
exports of those goods in which the 
reade:s of the REPORTER are directly 
interested amounted to $64,913,510, 
while this year we sent out goods two 
the value of $65,170,199, a gain of $256,-. 
689. This increase is divided among the 
following articles and a few others 
which show only a slight increase: 
Acids,dyestuffs, patent and pruprietary 
medicines, roots, herbs and barks not 
elsewhere speci'ied, and all other drugs 
and chemicals (except pot and peal 
ashes and ginseng,)perfumery and cos- 
metics, fertilizers, glass aud glassware, 
glucose and grape sugar, glue, grease 
and all soap stock, matches, rosin, 
spirits of turpentine, oil cake and meal, 
animal oils (with the exception of lard, 
whale, sperm and fish,) all minerai oils 
except crude and residuum, linseed oil, 
essential oils and all other vegetable 
oils except cottonseed, paints and col- 
ors, quicksilver, toilet and laundry 
soaps, spermaceti, starch and varni h. 
Those articles the shipments of which 
have fallen off within the ten months 
are barks and extracts for tanning, pot 
and pearl ashes, ginseng, hops, tar, 
sperm, whale and fish oils, crude min- 
eral oil and residuum, cottonseed oil, 
ground and prepared spices and alco- 
hol. The reduction in the price of lard 
oil is apparent in the valve of the 
quantity exported during the ten 
months. There were shipped this year 
779,853 gallons, valued at $402,309 
against 763,510 gallons valued at $427,- 
449 Jast year. Paraffinoe wax has also 
depreciated in value. The esports to 
October 30 were $22,073,603 pounds in- 
voiced at $1,495,767 against 21,165,717 
pounds at $1,558,463 in 1885. Follow-

The pilot-boat, Charlotte Webb, with Capt.

Wm. Beck, of Doyle & Co., the Pittsburg 
glass manufacturers, made a narrow escape 
from serious injury by an explosion of natural 
gas. Mr. Doyle, who was the first to enter the 
office, struck a match on his boot for the pur- 
pose of lighting a cigar, and the instant the 
tiny flame of the ma‘ch burst forth a loud ex- 
plosion followed which shook the office win- 
dows and sent a cordon of firearound the office 
so quickly that Mr. Beck had his hands and 
face slightly burned and his beard and eye- 
brows singed before he could escape. The 
explosion was caused by a leak in the main 
Pipes, 

The second trial of Lippmann Arensberg, 
under an indictment charging him, in effect, 
with violating what is technicelly known as 
the Oleomargarine law of 1885 by selling oleo- 
margarine as butter, occupied the entire after- 
noon of Friday in the Brooklyn Court of Ses- 
sions, closing shortly after 6 o’clock with a 
verdict of guilty, the same as before. The case 
is considered an important one, inasmuch as 
the principal object in view is to test the con- 
stitutionality of the law in question, those in- 
terested in the manufacture of oleomargarine 
claiming that the statuto is unconstitutional. 
Practically the prosecution is under the direc- 
tion of the State Dairymen’s Association. The 
defendant was fined $100, but appealed the 
case. 


Senator Galiom has introduced a bill to add 
the following to section 2,990 of the Revised 
Statutes in relation to the iu,mediate transpor- 
tation of dutiable goods: Provided that in cases 
of emergency where it is shown to the satis- 
faction of the collector that it is impracticable 
to produce certified or consular invoices on 
arrival of goodsthat the collector be authorized 
to deliver the same to be immediately trans 
ported to such port of destination on copy or 
pro forma invoices, provided bond be given to 
produce consular invoice, and provided further 
that importations of less value than $100 be 
entitled to immediate transportation upon in- 
vvice as above without consular certificate or 
bond. The bill also increases from ten to 
thirty days the period after which merchandise 
remaioing in warehouse shall be deprived of 
the privileges of transportaticn in bond, 


The Secretary of the Treasury has issued the 
following circular to customs officers in regard 
to protests and appeals: *“‘Onand after Jan. 1, 
1887, whenever any notice in writing or protest, 
served on a collector of customs, and express- 
ing dissatisfaction with the ascertainment and 
liquidation of duties on tonnage, or on import- 
ed merchandise, or with the amount claimed as 
duties thereon, is not signed by the owper, 
master, commander or consignee of the vessel, 
in case of duties on tonnage, or by the 


owner, importer, consignee or agent of 
the merchandise, in case of duties on 
merchandise, but is signed by one 


professiug to be an attorney at law, or in fact, 
of the peason owning or entering the same or 
paying the duties, the prote-t will be deemed 
illegal and invalid, uniess 0 or before the filing 
with the collector of the notice in writing, or 
protest, a valid power of attorney, duly signed 
by the prineipal, and creating such agency, 
shall be filed with the collector, specially 
avthorizing ana requesting the attorney to 
sign and give notice of dissatisfaction, or pro- 
test, and to make the objections to the liquida- 
tion or payment therein set forth; and when 
notices in writing, or protests, have been filed 
by attorneys at law or in fact, but not thus 
authorized in writing, the collector will forth- 
with report the facts to this department.

Fertilizers in Georgia. 


ATLANTA, Dec. 6, 1886, 
Editor OIL, PAINT AND DRvG REPORTER: 

Iam in receipt of aslip from your colurons 
of the first inst., criticising the laws of the sevy- 
eral states concerning the inspection of fertil- 
izers. Understanding the notice as an invita- 
tion to me to write you on the subject, I beg to 
say that the writer of the article has fallen into 
error in one or more particulars. He says the 
“first experiment station was established in 
Connecticut in 1875,” etc., meaning, I presume, 
that fertilizer control was first assumed by that 
State and in that year. The State of Georgia 
assumed fertilizer control in 1868 by the enact- 
ment of alaw requiring all commercial fer- 
tilizers to be inspected by inspectors to be ap- 
pointed in each county (when necessary) by 
the Governor of the State, and exacting a fee 
of fifty cents per ton for inspecting, ‘**when in 
Jots of fifty tons or over, and twenty-fiv.: dol- 
lars for each inspection when in lots of less than 
fifty tons.” This law, with some immaterial 
amendments,continued in force unt: the estab- 
lishment of this department in 1876,when the ad- 
ministration of the inspection law was devolved 
on the Commissioner of Agriculture. In 1877 
the present Jaw was enacted which gave the 
Commissioner of Agriculture full control, 
authorizing him io appoint a chemist and not 
more than six inspectors, and fix their salaries; 
and at the same time prescribed a uniform fee 
of fifty cents per ton, to be paid into the treas- 
ury of the State, the fees under the Old law be- 
ing perquisites of the inspectors. No license is 
required, or has ever been required, in this 
State, and no other tax than the fifty cents per 
ton, It may be well to say that it ig univer- 
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sally conceded that the consumer pays the tax, 

or inspection fee, as usual in such cases, the 
manufacturer adding the fee to the cost of 
manufacturing, So the sharpest criticism in 
the article under review, has no application to 
the inspection system of Georgia, 

The writer intimates that the interests of the 
manufacturers wore not considered in the pas- 
sage of these Jaws. If you will take the trouble 
to read the inspection law of Georgia (a copy 
of which I send herewith) you will find that 
the manufacturer is protected, equally with 
the farmer. Moreover, it is a fact that most of 
the opposition to the law as it stands in this 
State comes from the farmers, and very little 
from the manufacturers The law protects 
the manufacturer too much—they think. 

As the discriminating feature of license seems 
to be the most offensive one, as pointed out in 
the article, I trust that you will do our law the 
justice to state that no such feature exists in 
Georgia. While there are defects in our law, I 
believe it is the most comprehensive and just 
of any with which Iam acquainted. The fee 
of fifty cents per ton was originally intended 
to simply cover the entire expense of inspec- 
tion and analysis, with a sufficient margin to 
allow for fluctuations in the trade; but the bus- 
iness has yrown to such propor ions that the 
surplus fees amount to a considerable revenue 
to the Treasury of the State. I have more than 
once recommended a reduction of the fee to 25 
cents, or less, per ton, and bills to that effect 
bave been introduced in our General Assem- 
bly, but they failed of passage. 

I also send youa copy of my last fertilizer 
report, wqich sh )ws the course of the fertilizer 
inspection business in this State for twelve 
years. Alsoacopy of my rules and regula- 
tions, and my last annual report.

[In regard to the establishment of the first 
experiment station, we have the following 
statement from the annual! report of the North 
Carolina station, page 12: “The first one was 
established in Connecticut in 1875, and the sec- 
ond in North Carolina in 1877.” Asto the li- 
cense feature, we copy the following from the 
1885 report of the Virginia Commissioner of 
Agriculture: 

“Not in North Carolina alone, but in Geor- 
gia, South Carolina and other States, the de- 
partments of agriculture are sustained by a 
privilege tax (or license tax—ED.) on the sale 
(not for dnalysis—ED.) of fertilizers, but grad- 
uated according to the amount sold instead of 
a fixed tax upon each brand. In Georgiaa tax 
of fifty cents is levied upon each ton of fertil- 
izers sold.” 

Manufacturers who have a large trade in 
Georgia would therefore have to pay more 
than $500 per year on each grade or brand for 
the privilege of selling in that State. The im- 
pression that the amount was limited to $500 
annually was received from the fact that the 
fees paid in Georgia by some fertilizer manip- 
ulators reached that figure. The privilege tax 
of 50c per ton isa license to sell, and is in the 
nature of a duty on fertilizers, which should 
be abolished. Manufacturers do not object to 
paying fees for analyses to assist in maintain- 
ing the department of agriculture, but they 
justly protest against the ievying of sucha 
heavy impost as willleave a large surplus to 
be turned over for the general expenses of the 
State Government. Competition narrows down 
profits, and in many instances prevents fer- 
tilizer manufacturers from adding the license 
to the price of their goods. The documents re- 
ferred to have been received, for which the 
REPORTER returns thanks.—ED.] 





Fertilizers in Wisconsin, 
MADISON, Wis., Dec. 6, 1886, 
Editor O1L, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

In my opinion a manufacturer of commer- 
cial fertilizers may fairly be charged a moder- 
ate analysis fee by State authorities in view of 
the fact that such official analysis is ot fully as 
much benefit to the honest manufaaturer as to 
the consumer. High license fees are in my 
opinion undesirable, ard in the case of a State 
in which the use of commercial festilizera was 
just beginning I should favor making the anal- 
ysis fee very lowat first or even foregoing it 
altogether, 

In conclusion allow me to refer briefly to a 
statement in your issue of Dec. 1, 1886, you say: 
“The Wiscunsin station is supported by a tax 
on the property, and confines its analyses to 
the products of the citizens of the State. This 
seems a very narrow policy to pursue, for a 
commonwealth to shut itseif out from the out- 
side world and hide its light under a bushel, is 
a feature of the past age.” 

Nothing could be further from the truth 
than this statement. Itis true that this sta- 
tion makes gratuitous analysis for individuals 
only when they are citizens of the State but it 
stands ready to examine and report upon the 
products of any country upon the globe pro- 
vided they promise to be of value to 
agriculture. In the reports and bulletins 
of the station, 4 set of which 
I mail you, you will find the products of the 
States of New York, Pennsylvania, Iilinois, 
Michigan, Minnesota and Kansas represented. 
8o far from hiding our Jigbt under a bushel, 
wesend copies of our publications to every 
important agricultural newspaper in the United 
States, to every other station and agricuitural 
colleges which takes the pains to reply to an 
offer to exchange, and also to a number of 
private individuals, We have as yet had no 


extensive call for fertilizer analyses, as very 
few fertilizers are used in this State, but we 
stand ready to take up the work as it becomes 
necessary.

LOur statement about the Wisconsin experi- 
ment station being supported by a tax on the 
property of the State is beyond dispute, as sec- 
tion 390 of chapter 25 of the revised statutes 
provides for a State tax of one-eighth of one 
mill. The supposition has existed here that 
analyses were confined to the products of the 
citizens of the State, as outside manufacturers 
in some instances made known were not en- 
couraged to enter their fertilizers in Wisconsin 
We are glad to hear that the State is not hiding 
its light under a bushel, and is ready to accept 
goods manufactured outside of its limits The 
stacion has our thanks for reports received.—

Virginia’s Fertilizer Regulations. 


COMMONWEA™TH OF VIRGINIA,

Editor Or, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

My attention has been called to an article in 
your issue of the Ist inst., animadverting 
harshly upon the laws regulating the sale of 
fertilizers in North Carolina, Georgia and Vir- 
ginia. The writer is strangely, I may say “‘cul- 
pably” ignorant of the subject he discourses of 
so confid-ntly. Neither in Virginia nor in 
Georgia is there any such law as that of North 
Carolina. 

In Virginia the trade in fertilizers is untram- 
melled, except that agents for their sale are 
required to pay a moderate license tax in each 
county or corporation in which it is sold— 
just about the same tax that he would have to 
pay in an equal money value of any other class 
of goods. If he isthe owner of the goods and 
already taxed as a merchant, he pays no other 
license, but is required to return sales of the 
fertilizers along with his other goods. 

When I said the trade was “untrammellied,” 
perhaps I should have stated that there are 
requirements as to registration, labelling pack- 
ages, etc.—but no charges imposedand nothing 
onerous. 

In Georgia there is a tax of 50c per ton upon 
all fertilizers sold in the State; but no $500 tax 
like that of North Carolina. 

Your correspondent could easily have in- 
formed himself upon the subject; but he seems 
to have preferred to “go it blind,’’ and has re- 
peated the mis-statement in your paper of the 
8th, adding the epithet “abominable.” 

Before concluding, I will say that I see no 
hardship in a moderate tax on fertilizers, for 
the support of laboratories for analyzing them, 
or experiment stations for testing them. I 
have had a bill before the Legislature of Vir- 
ginia embodying a provision of this sort, anda 
number of manufacturers whom I consulted 
made no objection to the tonnage tax. The 
bill did not pass, however, and the Department 
is supported by a direct appropriation as be- 
fore. 

As to the North Carolina regulations, I take 
it, the people of that “go-ahead” State know 
what they areabout. I have the best reason 
to believe that their system has worked to the 
satisfaction of the farmers, and also to that of 
many manufacturers.

Action of Insoluble Phosphates. 
NEw YORK, Dec, 13, 1856, 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG KEPORTER: 

Referring to an article in your publication of 
the 8th instant, on “The Action of Insoluble 
Phosphates,” allow me to state that for years I 
mined a phosphate of lime, the analysis of 
which averaged about 37 per cent of phosphate 
of lime, the rest being all carbonate of jime, 
and found that after a quantity of phosphate 
of lime had been heaped up,no vegetation ever 
grew on it. 

L once visited an ieland on which a heap of 
phosphate of lime had been left five years be- 
fore, and which heap had not a vestige of veg- 
etation on it. Onthe other hand, I have now 
mined and piled ready for shipment some 
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heaps containing phosphate of alumina, from 
which I am every week employing boys to keep 
away the weeds, plants and shrubs. In fact,a 
heap containing phosphate of alumina, such 
as the Grand Caymans material does, will not 
keep clear of vegetation a week, and such 
Plants as the sugar cane, cotton, tobacco, co- 
coanut, orange, &c., thrive luxuriantly on it. 

And yet, the first mentioned phosphate of 
lime contained about 9 per cent of available 
phosphoric acid by the Atlanta method, where- 
as the Grand Caymans phosphate has only 
about 3 per cent of available phosphoric acid 
by the same test, 

Such being facts, not th. ories, what becomes 
of theso much vaunted citrate of ammonia 
theories? What connection does it bear to the 
value of phosphoric acid for the use of plant 
life? 

Did any one ever see vegetation growing on 
a heap of acid phosphate, or on any material 
that contained a large amount of available 
phosphoric acid? 

These positive facts are conclusive evidence 
that the theories propounded in your last issue 
(as the result of much scientific research) are 
correct—that plants thrive on insoluble phos- 
phate of alumina and will not on insoluble 
phosphate of lime. N. B. POWTER,

They Caught a Whale. 


The whate which was seen in the Delaware 
river at several different points last week, is 
dead. It was seen on Tuesday floating on the 
surface in the midst of a field of large drift 
ice, and apparently lifeless. Jack Lynch, who 
enjoys the reputation of a veterar whale 
hunter, was immediately notified. He immedi- 
ately collected a number of custom house 
boatmen at Philadelphia, and taking a large 
surf boat and rope, axes and harpoone, jaunched 
the boat into the surf, which was ruppiog very 
high at the time. After capsizing twice, the 
boat, with its venturesome crew, finally got 
out over the line of the surf and pulled in the 
directioa of the whale’s location. 

The victors drove a harpoon firmly into the 
body and attached a rope to it. Then began 
the struggle. The ebb tide had begun to flow, 
and for some time it looked as though the boat, 
whale and ice would all be carried out to sea 
together. With indomitable pluck Captain 
Jack still retained his hold on the carcass, until 
the tug, George W. Pride, Jr., seeing the plight 
of the boat’s crew, came to their assistance and 
towed the whale and boat into the breakwater, 
where, after several hours ha:d labor, the car- 
cass was finally landed on the beach above the 
iron pier, 

The blubber and whale bone taken from the 
carcass, it is estimated, will be worth $800. 
When viewed on the beach it was evident that 
the whale’s death was due to the fact that he 
had been crushed between two large flelds of 
ice. The skin was torn off in large patches, 
and the tail was badly mutilated.

Another Bill on Oleomargarine.

Dr. August E. Loewenthal, a Hoboken phys 
ician, died at his father’s residence; No. 219

Immediate Transportation Entries. 


Assistant Secretary Fairchild bas addressed 
a letter to the Co'lector of Customs at San 
Francisco in referenc3to a complaint of his 
action in refusing to allow entries of goods 
under immediate transportation bonds from 
New York unless the domestic bill of lading is 
produced. Mr. Fairchild says tbat immediate 
transportation entries are required by law to 
be made at the firat port of arrival by the 
owner, agent or consignee, and therefore under 
ordinary circumstances the Collector at the 
port of destination would run no risk in per- 
mitting the final cntry to be made by the party 
appearing as ultimate contignee, directly or 
by order, on the ocean bill of lading accon- 
panying the entry. In cases, however, when 
no bill of lading or certified copy thereof is re- 
ceived with the entry, the Collector at the port 
of destinat'on is justified in requiring such 
evidence of ownership as he may deem suf- 
ficient.

The Trade Association of Philadelphia Drug- 
gists met at Twelfth and Filbert street Monday 
afternoon and had a long discussion on the 
subject of adulterated drugs. The secretary 
read an article published in an eveving paper 
of Dec. 2, purporting to be an interview witha 
Dr. Bradfield McCandless, in wi ich he says that 
many druggista in the city sell adulterated 
drugs, and especially morphine. He charges 
that reputable wholesale houses, while keeping 
the pur: article, also keep a supply of the adu!- 
terated drug. 

The subject was discussed by nearly all the 
members. H, P. Jobn said the retail drug 
trade was becoming mcre demoral'z:d every 
day. “For instance,” sald he, ‘it is impossible 
for the retailer to keep a full stoek of pills. A 
new pill is manufactured, and the manufac- 
turers send their agent to a physician and 
leave a sample hox. The pbysiclag prescribes, 
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these pills for his next patient who needs pills- 
and, of course, when the prescr ption fs pre- 
sented at a drug store they have none in stock, 
and unless they want to lose the customer they 
must get in a stock and perhaps never have 
another call for them, or else give the customer 
a substitute.”

A New Refinery at Lima. 

It is reported that another refinery has been 
organized at Lima, O.,to be known asthe Eagle 
Consolidated Refining Company. ‘Tae o:ticers 
are: H. V. Stikes. of Cleveland, president; J. L. 
Apple, of Lima, vice president; W. A. Smith, 
of Cleveland, secretary and treasurer; board of 
directore, Fl. V. Stikes, W. A. Smith and R. B. 
Turnbull, of Cleveland, and J. L. Apple and C. 
J. Garvey, of Lima. R. B. Turnbull will be 
general manager. The company has purchascd 
fifteen acres of land about half a mile weat of 
the city and will commence work on the refin- 
ery next week. The stills have already been 
ordered. 

In connection with the refinery the Excelsior 
pipe line company was also organizod, and will 
commence laying pipes this weak. ‘Lhe Excel- 
sior pipe line officers are: C. J. Garvey, presi- 
dent; R. B. Turnbull, vice-president; W. A. 
Smith, secretary and treasurer, and J. L. Apple 
general mavuger. The refinery will have a ca- 
oacity of 3,000 barrels a day. 

It is also said that the,Standard company 
bought out the Northwestern refinery, and 
immediately tore up the pipe lines connecting 
with the producers who have been selliog their 
oil to the refinery, leaving them without any 
means to dispose of their oil.

Facts About Cinchona in 
Ceylon. 

As the New York quinine trade {a interested, 
particularly at thistime, in the prospects 0° 
cinchona at Ceyion, we give the following let- 
ters and remarks from the Tropical Agricultur- 
ist just to hand, on the leading subject of the 
drug trade, The first letter is dated: 

UDAPUSSELLAWA, 12th Oct. 1886, 

There is still a good area inder cinchona, and 
this crop will not be reduced for several years. 
Some pianters are rooting out when the trees 
arrive at four years old, that being the age, 
when the question arises which to sacrifice, the 
chinchona cr the good coffee. Time has justi- 
fled the warnings thrown out by many, years 
ago, that bark was only a drug and would be 
over-produced. Had we all looked uponit as 
simply an au ciliary, and planted it only along 
roadsides andin odd corne:s,we might have 
kept our export down to six million pounds 
and preserved paying prices. As it is, the cul- 
tivation will never be abandoned. It grows as 
well as ever with careful cultivation, and I do 
not believe that the output will fall below the 
six million lbs in a decade of years to come, 

Another corresp»n:ent writing to the same 
paper and signing himself John Hamilton, 
says: “Some of us are afraid of Java, whilat 
Java is afraid of what Bol.via cando. I don’t 
think Cey!on has anything t» fear from the 
einchona productions either of Java, India or 
Bolivia. There is room enough for us all with 
proper care, and by proper care I mean estates 
should not send forward their very low class 
bark and twigs which can bring but little 
profit if any, in the present unsatisfactory 
state of the market. Let all gombine only to 
send forwacd fair 14% per cent barks and up- 
wards forthe next six monthe, and planters 
will benefit quite as much with far less cost to 
themeelves, asif they threw in all their com- 
mon barks to swell their shipments; common 
barks ean easily be stored on the estates, until 
they are wanted. Mr. Von Gorkom in a re- 
cent letter to me mentioned that the Java ex- 
port is not likely to exceed 1,750,000 to 3,500,000 
pounds per annum even by 189). Nor does he 
think the acreage under bark now exceeds 
20,000 acres. The h:avy shipments lately re- 
ceived from Ceylon hive by now been tolerab!y 
well discounted, and it will bea pity when the 
market does revive, as it promises shortly to 
do, to again crush it hopelessly with too eager 
shipments of twigs and low class barks which 
are only valuable with a steady unit consider- 
ably above | .te and present rates." 

Some editorial remarks accompany the letter 
as follows: 

We donot see that the exports from Java, 
India or Bolivia can, up to 189, seriously af- 
fect the po-ition attained by Ceyion; although 
after that the case may be d fferent. 

But the question is, suppose Cr ylon to go on 
for the next four years exporting 12 or 15, or 
even 10 million pounds of bark per annua, in 
what position would our plantation clearings 
or bark supply be at the end of that period. 
This is a most important question to have an- 
swered, and we are glad to see that the Dim- 
bula Planters’ Association has taken steps to 
have the requisite information collected after 
careful and authentic fashion, and we trust 
the example so s2t will be followcd by other 
associations in the cinchona growing districte. 
At the Dimbula meeting we learn Mr. James 
Sinclair called attention to the subj:ct, dis- 
puting the accuracy of the ¢ttat!stics supplic.d 
or worked out fcr our directory, and although 
the remarks he made could not be embodied in 
the Secretary’s report we have received a copy 
to which we readily give a place: 

“Circhona bark has fallen to such a low fig- 
ure, that it has really become a question 
whether much of it is worth the expense of 
placing on the market. There is too, an idea 
prevalent, which speaking for myself, has as- 
sumed something more definite, and that is, 
that before l ng (but too late for most of us) 
a reaction is bound to set in; I mean, when the 
bulk of the art cle has been shipped from the 
island, and this date at the ratio of shipments 
for the past tbree years cannot be far off. 
Fairly accurate information on this point, gen- 
tlemen, is within our reach, if we will but set 
about it. I beg, therefore, to propose that this 
association do c ‘mmunicate with the several 
District Associations interested, with a view to 
obtaining for each body the following infor- 
mation: 

I. Tho estimated acreage under cincbona, 

II. The quantity to be harvested for the years 

ending Oc., 1887 and 1888. 
If we can induce the otber association to aid 
us, as I cay, fairly accurate figures are possible, 
and we shalithen know the best and worst of 
our posit'on. If, unfortunately, it should be 
the la‘ter, i: might yet be one which some such 
regulating syndicate as I propounded lately in 
the newspaper (which some of you may have 
geen), would enable us to some extent at least 
to participate in the rise of value, which we all 
know must take place after our fields have be- 
come denuded. Inthe Observer of Friday and 
Times of Saturday, much interesting informa- 
tion is given, aleuv the opinion of the greatest 
living authority on bark (Mr. Howard), viz. 
‘that the price uf cinchona entirely depends on 
the exports from Ceylon.’ This coming 
from one, who bas probab'y the greatest 
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facilities of any one individual for 
acguiring information from  cinchona- 
producing countries, may be accepted as true. 
Another no mean authority, Mr. John H. Ham- 
ilton, tells us that we have more to fear from 
onr own exports than from those of any other 
country, With such tes imony to that effect 
before us, can we not go handin hand in ob- 
taining accurate figur-s of the totai acreage 
now inthe island? The following figures and 
cone usions being given only to illustrate our 
possible position regarding the product, I need 
not now take up yourtime by stating how I 
have arrived at them,but I may mention, in 
passing, that auch an inquiry as I propose will 
probably prove tkem fairly correct. Let us 
take the whole area in Ceylon under cinchona 
at 20,000 acres with 1,200 trees per acre, which 
when all matured, say at 30th September, 1888, 
would yield one pound of dry bark pertree, or 
twenty-four milli n pounds. Evppose we once 
more ship 15,000,000 lbs.of which twc-thirds 
would be stem, branch and root bark, or say 
ten million pounds, we have but fourteen mil- 
lion trees on which we can operate during 1888, 
by shaving or any other proccss, If therefore, 
gentlemen, my figures are merely accurate, 
consider the reaction that woutd take p'ace in 
the value; why, I believe we should see the 
unit at ls again, and ail our bark gone; surely 
this would be too tantalizing on the back of all 
we have hadto bear these last eigh: years, I 
bope therefore, you will support this resolu- 
tion; and when information is asked by our 
Secretary, that every care will be takenin 
framing estimates. I am aware there are many 
who do not belong to any association ann who 
may decline t.. furnish information, but there 
must be few who would wantonly throw ob- 
stacles in the way of such an inguiry. and if 
there are, their neighbors can generaliy givea 
rough estimate to make the return as accurate 
as possible.’’ 

We are a3 kecnly anxious as any planter can 
be to giva only fair and accurats returns of 
cinchona under cultivation as of all other pro- 
ducts and we shall be much pleased to get the 
result of the D:mbula enquiry. We think it 
likely enough that our returns will be found 
above the mark, only it is pursible that Mr. 
Sinclair forgot they were compiled before 
much of the past season's very heavy export 
was harvested. At the same time Mr. Sinclair’s 
own figures must be decidedly belcw the mark: 
to say that Ceylon has only 20,000 acres with an 
average of 1,200 trees per acre, yielding about 
24 mil ion Ibs in all by 1888 must be far below 
accuracy. Mr. Sinclair can bave but a poor 
idea of the cinchona clearings and interspersed 
plantiogs in the several divisionsof Uva. From 
the best authority in Udapussellawa we havea 
very interesting and able report in which Mr, 
Dick expresses the opinicn tbat cinchona may 
be regarded as a permanent cultivation, and 
further that in a decade of years he does not 
belive our exports will fall below 6,000,000 Ibs. 
From another reliable authority. a gentleman 
we believe bas been taking stock of the differ- 
ent districts. We have estimates which we 
consider much nearer ihe mark than those of 
Mr. Sinclair. In estimating for next season’s 
exports the correspondent we_re‘er to, while 
venturing On eleven million pounds as a possl- 
bie total of exports for 1886-87, adds that he 
thinks “forty million pounds of cin hona bark 
still remain in the country.” This seems to us 
as a much inc re probable approximate estimate 
than twenty-four million pounds in 1588, but 
although tie former may appear large, in re- 
ality—remembering to what a limited extent 
comparatively, cinchona is being pianted in 
this tea era—forty million pounds is by no 
means a formidable stock to place before the 
world, On the contrary if it could be shown 
that were Ceylon to ship say ten million Ibe, 
for four consecutive seasons, the export would 
then of necessity drop down to five tosix mil- 
lione, the effect wor Id inevitably be to strength- 
en the position of our bark in the Euro 
pean market very considerably, It is the un- 
certainty that Ceylon may not go on pour- 
ing in at the rate of 15,0€0,900 pounds (or even 
more) per annum for an indefinite period that 
has adversely affected prices. It therefore be- 
comes a question of supreme practica! import- 
ance toall interested in Ceylon cincbona to set 
acareful reliable inquiry afioat, and we know 
no better medium for obtaining the informa- 
tion than the several District Associations, 

Io this connection we would refer once more 
to the proposed Ceylon Cinchona Syndicate 
regarding which a competent commercial au- 
thority uffers the following remarks in a semi- 
private letter to us: 

“About the forimatian ofa syndicate for the 
purpose of helping planters who are obliged 
to crop their cinchonas (in order to meet their 
expenses of tea planting), from glutting the 
market and thus reducing prices to a runious 
rate per unit, not alone for the poorer men, 
who are obliged to coppice and shave or up- 
root, but for men who are fairly weil off, and 
whose cinchona is harvested in the ordinary 
course. In some cases to make room for tea, 
planters have only lost by rushing their crops 
into the market and obtaining prices barely 
sufficient, and in some cases not sufficient, to 
cover expenses. The matter lies in a nutshell 
and all it wants is cohesion on the part of the 
growers of cinchona and if petty jealousy 
could be got rid of, the Colombo agent would 
really bo as much benefited as the planter, 
as he would be saved from shipping 
cinchona when the market was over- 
stocked and the crops could be shipped 
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through his agency and the bills drawn on the 
London houses to whom he sent crops, just the 
game, without taking a cent from his pocket. 
In fact, he would be benefited by it as the 
prices would be higher and he would thus be 
ina position to realize his advances to the 
planter against crops. Planters must agree to 
be guided by advices from home and they 
would be subject to the control of a Committee 
of the Syndicate, as to when shipments should 
take place, the produce for shipment being 
taken in the order of dates of receipt at Colom- 
bo. The more I think of it,the more certain 
Iam of the success of such a Syndicate, which 
really might be termed a Mutual Co-operative 
Society. 

“We will assume that 100 planters joined (but 
of course the number ought to be greatly ex- 
ceeded) and sent their cinchona to Colombo. 
On its receipt it would be baled by their own 
agentsor by any one the planters pleased. 
Samples drawn for analysis and those who r-- 
quired advances on crops, would have a 
return sent to the banker or bankers who 
agreed to advance on such, setting forth class, 
quantity and analysis. The advance made 
on it would be expressed on the warrant, 
which would be given to the bank. As soon as 
the lots were shipped, the usual biil would be 
drawn by the planter or by his Colombo agent 
on the London house. The bank which ad- 
vanced money on the lot repaid and the war- 
rant being returned cancelled, the matter 
would end. The bank’s security being the 
warrant, and the signature of the man or men 
selected in Colombo to manage the business, 
such managers arranging guarantees with the 
banks, so asto prevent any delay in shipping 
or drawing bills. The whole matter is so sim- 
pl- that there need not be the slightest hitch, 

“Unless something like a cinchona syndicate 
be started and worked as suggested herein, 
the next half-penny or penny rise in cinchona 
will see millions of pounds shipped and down 
will come the prices to an amount which will 
simply ruin some poor deserving men, who 
are struggling to plant tea and to 
live on it.” Now it may be said 
that the collection and publication of 
reliable returns uf the stock of bark 
on the trees now growing) in the island would, 
of themselves, have much the same effect as is 
anticipated from the action of a syndicate. We 
said that the latter would require to procure 
reliable information as to cultivation and 
stocks to guide its operations. On the other 
hand, already we have some wealty and large 
owners of Ceylon cinchona playing the part of 
a syndicate by holding their bark both in the 
island and in London off the market, waiting 
for the opportunity ofa more restricted sup- 
ply and a rise in prices. No doubt this is what 
every Ceylon planter would like to do. Each 
one will say with reference to his harvesting 
prematurely and shipping hastily— 

“My poverty and not my will consents!” 
But it is just to meet the case of such planters 
—gentlemen who must get money for thei- 
bark—tbat a syndicate is required,and it shou!d 
be the best meaus to help them, and we 
would ask our commercial authority whether 
it is necessary that there should be any 
general adhesion of all cinchona owners, Let 
those who do not need the aid of banker or 
merchant go On as at present shipping; but if 
aconsiderable number would prefer to geta 
moderate advance on their bark and to have it 
stored until the market rises, they should be 
able to make a considerabie impression on the 
distribution of this staple from Ceylon. We do 
not see why it should need all of our 
chinchona owners to form a syndi- 
cate. Indeed, our correspondent sup- 
poses 100 plantors joining together, and we 
think that if rules or articles of association 
were drawn up and circulated there would not 
be much difficulty in getting that number of 
cinchona planters to support a syndicate. 
Meantime we trust the Planters’ Association 
in Dimbula will prosecute their tnquiry with- 
out loss of time and that their example will be 
followed in Dikoya, Maskeliya,and through: ut 
Uva. For the rest of the country there ought 
not to be much difficulty in forming an ap- 
proximate estimate of the cinchona trees and 
bark in the several districts.

Buyers do not care 
to carry any old accounts over into the new 
year and are supplying their needs therefore 
only as they occur. Manufacturers and dealers 
are getting ready forthe annual stock taking 
and very little business is expected to be done 
during what remains of 1886. The general tone 
of the market issteady. It was expected that 
the corroders would change the price of white 
lead at their meeting, but they concluded net 
to doso. At the request of a number of the 
leading members of the trade the REPORTER 
has issued a call for a meeting of manufactur- 
ers and wholesale dealers in paints, varnisher, 
e‘c.. to be held at this office on the 22d inst. The 
object of the meeting, it mee! hardly be 
stated, is to oragnize a representative asso 
ciation of these trades the purposes of which 
have been fully set forth in several editorial 
articles within the past two months. It is 
hoped and believed that all who are interested 
in the movement will lend it their cordial sup- 
port by appearing at the meeting in person. 
Further ‘nformation, together with the call 
forthe meeting, will be found in an article 
On our editorial pages this week. 

White Lead Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead has lacked interest during the past 
week. The absence of the corroders from the 
city last week made business very dull and 
with a view to improving it,propably,the hold- 
ers have made aslight concession,offering com- 
mon at 435c. This apparently has not tempted 
buyers for we hear of no business of import- 
ance. Thetoneof Western advices are atill 
hopeful though our correspondents are com- 
pelled to notice a dull and rather easy 
market. Messre. Everett & Post of Chicago 
writing under date of December Ilth say: 
“The week just closing has been a repetition of 
last; values have been entirely nominal with 
little business to test them. Sales have been 
mace at 4 15o and 4 17}¢c for January. Wealso 
hear rumore of some few lots being sold at 40. 
The nominal market, however, is 4150 for spot, 
and refiners as a rule refuse to name prices for 
January delivery. The St. Louis market has 
been very quiet with a steady jobbing trade 
noticeable at and around 410c and igo, The 
present apathy is almost always noticeable at 
the close of the year, but the prospects fora 
large trade and higher prices for the new year 
were n2ver better.”” , 

White lead remains dull. The intimation 
from a Cincinnati corroder that he would 
withdraw from the National White Lead Asso- 
ciation because of certain irregularities prac- 
tleed by his competitors, and which the Assc- 
ciation could not or would not stop, caused a 
call for a meeting of that body to be issued, 
though not until after the Executive Commit: 
tee had spent much time in endeavoring to 
adjust the matter. The meeting was held in 
Pittsburg last week,and from the accounts 
which reach us we gather that the difficulty 
has been satisfactorily disposed of, and the 
Association will continue as heretofore. There 
was some talk of revising the quotations,but we 
are iuformed by the secretary that it was fin- 
ally decided to make no change for the present. 
Prices aad terms therefore remain as follows; 
1kéo per Ib net in quantities of less than 500 Ibs, 
and 7c 60 days, or 2 per cent discount for 
cash in 15 days from date of invoice. For 25 Ib, 
12% Ib and 1 to 56 lb assorted cans an ad- 
ditional charge of 1@1}¢0 and 20 respectively, 
igmade. The rebates are 2 per cent on less 
than 10 tons purchased during the year, 3 per 
cent on 10 to 256 tons and 5 per cent on 25 tons 
andover. Rebates are payableat the end of 
the year to buyers who have observed the 
rules of the association. 

American oxide of zinc has been more in- 
quired for, buyers being in the market fur sup- 
plics for the coming year and several large 
contracts are under negotiation. Prices are 
firmly maintained. There has been no 
change in French which remains quiet. 
We quote as follows: 4@4}<o, as to quality 
for domestic. French zincs, 65¢0 for dry 
Antwerp red seal in bbls of 220 Ibs, and 6c for 
dry Paris green seal.

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The Paint, Drug and Oil Men of St. 
Louis, Form a Club. 


About three weeks ago, in answer to a call 
issued and signed by C. F.G. Meyer of Meyer 
Bros & Co.’ wholesale drug house, Mr. Oscar L. 
Whitelaw of Whitelaw Bros.. wholesale deal- 
ers in oils, and Mr. Norris B. Gregg, secretary 
of the Mound City Paint and Oil compary, 
some forty representatives of the wholesale 
paint, oiland drug trade of St. Louis assem- 
bled in the office of Mr. H. J. Linneman at 409 
North Second street, and a proposition for the 
formation of a club, to be composed of repre- 
sentative men of the trade, suct as had assem- 
bled, was submitted and decided upon affirma- 
tively. An election of officers was at once 
proceeded to and J. C. Richardson of Richard- 
son Drug company was chhosen president; C. 
M. Adams of the Waters-Pierce Oil company, 
vice-president; Norris B. Gregg of the Mound 
City Paint and Oil company, secretary, and 
Oscar L, Whitelaw of Whitelaw Broe., treasur- 
er. The four gentiemen above named, togeth- 
er with Mr.C. F. G. Meyer, Chas. W. Barstow 
and Henry Boardman of the Platt & Thorn- 
burg company, were chosan an executive com- 
mittee, and the organization was complete. 

The purpose in view wes the same as that of 
similar organizations of paint and oil men 
throughout the New England States, name'y, 
better acquaintance and the mutual inter- 
chan :e of viewa in regard to matters of busi- 
ness interest, together with that of protecting 
each other and the trades generally in a busi- 
ness way. As one means of becoming better 
acquainted and enjoying themeel ves in a social 
way. it was decided to give a dinner at the 
Mercantile club rooms every wonath, at which 
all members of the club should be present. In 
accordance with this decision the first dinner 
was served at the Mercantile club rooms on 
Dec. 7, the following members being present:

The dinner was served in the usual artistic 
style of the Mercantile club, the table being 
beautifully decorated with flowers and ever- 
ar.ens, Ten courses, consisting of all the eea- 
son’s delicacies, were served, and two hours 
well passed in the discussion of the purposes 
and interests of the club. Nearly all of the 
members present were cailed upon to express 
their views, and ali seemed satisfied that the 
club would be the means of bringing about 
much good to the trade.

Glass in Spain. 


Glass was made at Cadaleo in the province of 
Toledo as early as the beginning of the six- 
teenth century. Other works were at Torre de 
Estebon, Hambroz, in 1680, which gave the 
most brilliant results; and at Kecuenco in the 
prouince of Cuenca in the beginning of the 
sixteenth century, and in 1722; also in the 
seventeenth century at Valdemaquada in the 
province of Avilo. Ina royal achedule dated 
1680, stating the prices at which things were to 
be sold in Madrid, glass made at Barcelona, 
Valdemaquada, and Villafranca, in imitation 
of the Venetian, is mentioned: and the giass of 
Valdemaquada was sold for a higher price 
than that made at the other places. There was 
also an important manufactory at La Cranja, 
famous for fine chandeliers mirrors and en- 
wraved glass. 

What we have of the products of these fac 
tories scarcely seems to support the assertion 
that the glass rivalled Venetian, though seve - 
al pieces in the collection formed by Senor 
Riono closely resemble the products of Mura- 
no. One reason of the success of eo many 
factories making glass of the same character 
as Venetian, and of the failures of England 
was no doubt that the Spanish, in the interior 
of a country ill provided with means for the 
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transport of such an article as glass, en te ee ee a en oe ee ee ee ee ee ee ee not 
to sustain so severe a competition as the Eng- 
ish factories. 

Spain is not a country very productive of 
fuel, and doubtless when the glass houses bad 
burned up their wood in the neighborhood the 
manufacture ceased to be profitable. It would 
seem that, except near the coast, the glass 
must have beocn made with potash, obtained 
from the lees of wine or from burnt wood. 
The transport of soda, either from Egypt or 
from the coast on which it could be produced 
from seawood, would have been extremely 
costly. At Barcelona and other places on or 
near the coast soda may have been used. 

Sencr Ricoly Sinobas has giver a very ex- 
tensive list of painters on glass in Spain, the 
names of great members of whom have been 
preserved in the archives of the cathedrals. 
He estates chat glass for these purposes was, if 
not made, certainly painted in the immediate 
neighborhood, in the closes in fact of the great 
cburches, recordivg particularly Toledo. 

The collection ef Spanish glass in South Ken- 
sington museum of an earlier date than the 
nineteenth century has been entirely formed 
by Senor Riano, and the attribution of dates 
and places of manufacture are altogether due 
to him; thearticles of quite recent make prove 
that in some factories the old forms and the 
old system of ornamentation are still in use. 
The collection is interesting as preserving a 
great numb r of examples of the rude and 
strange vessels in c)mmon use. Spain isan 
unchangiog country, and many of these may 
be copies of those in use at a very remote 
period. 

Elegance of form is not often to be found; 
those attributed to Cadalso, which are thin and 
well made and simply ornamented with bands 
and lines of white ename!,perhaps exhibit more 
of that quantity than any othera. Some ofthe 
examples resemble objects of Venetian make 
so closely that doubts have been entertained as 
to their real origin; others again, like those at- 
tributed to San Ildefonso in the eighteenth 
century, beac very close resemblance to the 
bottles met with in old liquor cases, which are 
believed to be of Dutch origin.—Glassware Re-

Liquid Fuel. 

A great deal of attention is being paidin 
England and on the continent of Europe to 
the utilization of the hydrocarbons for fuel, 
The form in which these hydrocarbons have 
been used is oil, sometimes the natural petro- 
Jeum, in other cases the manufactured shale 
oll. In some cases the residual oils from the 
distillation of coal tar, the productsof blast 
furnaces and gas works, are used. 

These experiments in the use of liquid fuels 
have been going on for more than halt a cen- 
tury. The methcds proposed have been eco- 
nomical ip many instances. Some ofthv form. 
of these oils are used toa considerable extent 
as for example, benzine, in glass factories for 
giving a fine polish to pressed ware, 

It isin Russia, and in connection with the 
enormous deposits of petroleum on the Caspian 
Sea, that most attention has been paid to the 
use of liqu:d fuel,and the best results ob- 
tained. The Urquhart system of burning liq- 
uid fuel is in use on the locomotives in South 
East Russia and in the steamers on the Caspian 
and Black Seas, and recently what is hnown as 
the Tarbutt system, which was first used in 
August, 18£5, bas been applied to vessele, loco- 
motives, etc. This Tarbutt system consists of 
a brickwork reverbatory combustion chamber, 
furnished with a super-heater, in which steam 
oc air is raised to a hizh temperature, and with 
a special form of ourner,in which this steam 
or uir is employed, first to heat the oil to its 
burping point, and then to ciffuse it in regu- 
lated quantities in the furnace. There is alsoa 
starting apparatus wh'ch enables the oil fires 
to b; set going without the use of the auxiliary 
boiler. By the substitution of air for steam 
the objection to the use of liquid fuel for ocean 
going ships, which has hertofore existed,is in- 
geniously overcome, 

One of the great objections among manu fac- 
turers and fuel users to the employment of 
mineral oils, is that, were they to be success- 
tully used, and were the chagges necessary to 


their employment to be made in plant,it would 
probably create such a demand for these oils 
as to exhaust the supply and tax the oil pro 
ducing power of the world to furnish the 
amount required for consumption, increase the 
price to such a point as to make It prohibitory 
and compel the abandonment, in the interest 
ot economy, of the plant required for the liq- 
uid fuel. So far as Europe is concerned, there 
are indications that this result would not fol- 
low. Admiral Selwyn believes that so far as 
England is concerned, an abundant supply of 
liquid fuel could be obtained from the shale or 
Kimmeridge clay, which traverses England 
from west to east, and should this fail, if the 
statements made by Mr. Chas. Marvin in his re- 
cent pamphlet “The Coming Deluge of Russian 
Petroleum,” are true, there is a limitless sup- 
ply of cheap crude petroleum at Baku. He 
points out that the barriers which have inter- 
ferred with the bringing of the Baku oil sup- 
ply toward Europe are being removed, and 
that in the near future an abundant supply of 
this Russian petroleum for fuel will be ob- 
tained at a reasonable price. —American Manu- 
facturer. 
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Peanuts and their Oil. 


The New Orleans Times-Demccrat is endea- 
voring to encourage the cultivation of peanuts 
in the South, and says: ‘They have a recog- 
nized place among the important exports of 
this country. They are among the beat of oil- 
producing materials, yielding about 40 per cent 
of oil, which is in no respect inferior to olive 
0:1 for cooking and table purposes, and super- 
ior for lubricating delicate machinery. This 
oil was formerly used largely in France and 
Spain for adulterating olive oil, but lately cot- 
tonseed oil, being much cheaper, has almost 
entirely taken its place. Many thousands of 
tons of these nuts are imported into the ports 
of France annually for the manufacture of oll, 
and the residue, after the oil is expressed, is 
used for adulterating cocoa in the preparation 
of chocolates, and it is freely asserted that 
often sli cocoa is omitted, and peanut cake 
used alone in the manufacture of so-called 
chocolate confections. The cultivation of 
these nuts is not confined to a few of the 
Southern States, but extends all along the east 
and west coast of Africa, as well as elsewhere. 
And it was from Africa that they were first in- 
troduced into the South, They are not indi- 
genous to the South any mcre than the negroes, 
by whose ancestors they were originally 
brought. 

Peanuts are a fairly profitable crop, but 
rether troublesome to harvest. On land guch 
such as will yield half a bale ot cotton per acre 
they will produce :bout fifty bushels, and the 
product can be increased in proporiion to the 
quantity of manure put upon the land. Prices 
vary according to the size of the crop and 
other causes that affect the quotations of arti- 
cles of commerce, but the usual range is from 
$1 to $2.25 per bushel in the markets of Charles- 
ton, New Orleans, Wilmington and Norfolk. 
In the markets tre nuts are divided into sev- 
eral grades. each having as distinct a quotation 
as any particular grade of cotton or other 
staple, only the largest, most evenly formed, 
best filled and cleanest are recognized as prime 
and fetch the highest prices. The cost of pro- 
duction cannot be fixed any more than that of 
cotton or corn, and depends much more upon 
the skill and economical management of the 
farm. The expense of preparing ground, 
maouring, planting and working is about the 
same as that of a good corn crop, and the man- 
ner of cultivation is about the same. The land 
should be level and thoroughly pulverized, so 
that the young pods may enter the soil readily, 
for it must be borne in mind that the pods are 
not attached to the roots, but to the vines, and 














are formed above the ground from the blos- 
somes, and then turn down immediately and 
work their way into the earth. When the vines 
are branched out well and in blossom they 
should never be disturbed, and the cultivator 
should not be run too close to them or it will 
tear the young pods out of the earth. 

Tho harvesting of the crop is the trouble- 
some part of the business, and what most gen- 
erally discourages farmers from engaging in 
its cultivation, There are imelemente made 
somewhat like potato-diggers, especiaily for 
lifting the vines, by plowing under them, and 
thus bringing them up with the pods attached. 
The vines are then turned upside down by 
band, so that the pods may dry. In two or 
three days they become dry enough to be sep- 
arated from the vines, and sacked for market. 
Whenever this crop is planted on a large scale, 
the separation is effected by a machine, having 
stout brushes like a cotton-gia, which brushes 
the pods off the vines. The pods are then 
carefully assorted by hand and packed in sacks 
ready for market. The vinesare very suscep- 
tible to frost, and while they should be allowed 
the utmost length of growing season, in order 


| to mature the pods formed last, the crop 


should be harvested as soon as itis nipped by 
the first hoar-frost. If the vines are allowed 
to remain after they are killed by the cold, the 
pods are very apt to break off and remain in 
the ground. There is then another imp'’ement 
used for raking out the pods that may have 
been broken off and left in the ground, but 
generally, on a small farm, the hogs are turned 
into the fleld to do the gieaning, and they fat- 
ten rap'dly on what they find. Loose, sandy 
and loamy soils are best adapted to this crop.

In last Sunday’s issue, the Pittsburg Leader 
gave short aketches of the leading millionaires 
of Pitteburg, including Capt. J. J. Vandergrift, 
of whom it says: 

“Captain J. J. Vandergrift reaped the million 
and a half or two mil ions that he has from pe- 
troleum, now the third staple of the worid,and 
for the development of which he did as much 
as any mau inthe:.ountry. He was born here 
ia 1827 and spent several of his earlier years on 
the river. Later on he owned the boat Red Fox 
used in the transportation of crude from the 
upper oll country. He was the pioneer in the 
business of piping oil long distances. He and 
George B, Foreman, about 1870, laid a six-mile 
line from West Pithole to Pithole,and from 
this little enterprise grew the great network of 
oll lines that carry nature’s product from city 
to city, and from centerto theses. Othersin 
the oil producing district copied after Mr. Van- 
dergrift. Ina few yearsa dozen or so compa- 
nies were competing for patronage, and what 
name could be more appropriate than the 
Unite’ Pipe Lines,” given to the system after 
Mr. Vandergrift bad made one family of the 
whole, so to speak. The great Standard Oil 
Company, or National Transit, if the reader 
choose, of course took the concern, root and 
brach, under its wing, but the captain was re- 
tained at the head and still rules the destinies 


of thy institution, seated in bis oil palace on 
Fourth avenue, this city. The captain is also 
extensively interested in the introduction of 
natural gas. He controls many thousand acres 
of territory,some of which during the past 
summer proved p ocific of oil also, and from 
this he is said to have added half a million to 
his wealth, In appearance Captain Vander- 
grift is short and stout, in manner he is very 
reserved, unless interested and in company, 
when he becomes jovial and the life of the 
party. In hie business relatione be is scrupu- 
lously exact, upright and honcrable; in a 
transaction he is remarkably shrewd, and bis 
business judgment is exceptionally excellent. 
In his social relations he is kind, gracrous abd 
— and very positive in his likes and 
e8.

offices, and exporters find it just as convenient 
to make their purchases outside of the Pro- 
duce Exchange, and because these buyers are 
conspicuous by theirabsence, the report goes 
around that the cotton oil market is ‘*'dead.” 
Transactions are almost exclusively confined 
to prime grades, on account of the scarcity of 
lower grades, and the business being closely 
concentrated, there are comparatively few 
traders to make sales. Receipts of oil are light, 
amounting to only 2,000 bbls of crude and re- 
fined during the week, and the greater portion, 
if not all of the arrivals at this port, are sold 
previously, in addition to the local production 
and what is turned out at Philadelphia, all of 
which makes a good bnsiness showing at the 
end of each week. Prime crude oilin this 
market is held at 30c, but 29c will buy, as we 

have assurances of this fact and sales 
at the latter figure. The quality is extra 
fine compared to the grades offered last season. 
Seed has been advanced to $9 per ton on the 
levee at New Orleans owing to the cotton crup 
being smaller than expected, but there is no 
scarcity, the mills being supplied with all they 
can handle and in good order. A better feeling 
is reported at New Orleans and prices are 
stiffening. This time last week it was difficult 
to give a quotation as trade was slack, but 
since then an active demand has set in aud 
holders are asking 28}4c, just 44c below the New 
York price, Soapstock is also relatively higher 
being quoted at 1@134c, while here the price is 
4c. 

The foreign markets for cotton oil are im- 
proving bothin demand and price. Late ad- 
vices from Hull, Eng., give the export move- 
ment from that port as follows: Export of 
cottonseed for the month ending November 
28, 10,091 tons as compared with 11,042 tons 
during the corresponding period of last year, 
or an aggregate up to November 23 of 
92,490 tons as compared with 134,875 
tons during the like portion of 1885, 
Export of refined cotton oil for the month end- 
ing November 23, 876 tons, as compared with 
804 tons during the corresponding portion of 
last year, or an aggregate up to date of 8,104 
tons as compared with 8,580 tons during the 
like portion of last year. 

Refined cotton oil is held steady at 3714@38c 
for prime summer yellow on spot, the first fig- 
ure being exceptional for one or two lots. 
There is no haste to realize or forcing of stocks 
on the market by weak holders, as the latter 
are a curiosity this season. Off grades have 
been sold at 31@35c but we hear of no offerings 
at the moment. White summer is quoted at 
39c for prime and 36c for lower grades which 
are likewise in limited supply. The export 
movement in refined is fairly active, as the 
week’s business shows 1,295 bbls sent abroad 
from this port. Supplies are not accumulating 
and while there isno scarcity for futnre de- 
livery it would probably be difficult to fill an 
important order for immediate delivery. 
Values at New Orleans are improving, an ad- 


Ceylon cocoanut oil is generally quoted at 
634@6}¢c for large packages in store, but it is 
said that 644c will buy. We have sales of 25 
tons spot at 634@6}¢c and 70 tons to arrive at 
6c. It has been settled that the 20 tons on the 

“Recovery” whicb caused some discussion as to 
its quality, is choice Ceylon oil instead of Coch- 
in oil. Cochin Oil can only be quoted nominally 
on spot at 9c, as the supply is about exhausted 
and no fresh supplies are expected until the 
end of January. 

Olive oil is stationary at 76c for Italian oil on 
spot and 77c for Spanish oil, with sales of 25 
bbls reported within the range. Trading is 
quiet. 

Palm oil is slow of sale, but prices are ex- 
pected to advance, owing to Boston being re- 
lieved from its great burden by liberal 
shipments to foreign markets. Prime Lagos is 
quoted at 5}4@534c according to holder, and 
palm kernel at 6c. 


Animal and Fish Oils. 

The lard oil market bas not undergone any 
change since last writing. The same conserya- 
tive trading is to be noted, as buyers have not 
sufficient confidence in the market to make 
purchases exceeding present necessities. City 
pressers are asking 51@52c for jobbing quanti- 
ties of present make prime,and western brands 
command 49@50c according to seiler. Extra 
No. 1 is seldom inquired for, as No. 1 seems to 
be taking its place. Winter pressed oils of 
extra quality from the West are held above the 
quotations named, and jobbers are reporting 
frequent but small orders. Indications still 
point toa firm market with probable higher 
prices, 

Oleo oil is not saleabie. The best grades are 
offering at 10c, without exciting the least in- 
terest. Exporters claim that no business can 
be done except on an extremely low basis, and 
they are urging manufacturers to consign their 
product abroad on commission. The domestic 
consumption is very small. 

Such a firm feeling prevails in the crude 
sperm oil market that we would not be sur- 
prised to hear of an advance in prices soon. 
Buyers have doubtless anticipated a change in 
the market against them ag business has been 
unusually active during the past six days, re- 
sulting in the sale of 1,200 bbls for domestic 
manufacture and 600 bbisfor export at 70c. 
There are other inquiries for shipment. The 
week passed without any stocks being added to 
present supplies at New Bedford, which are 
placed at 18,665 bbls. Refined market ia steady 
at the quotations. 

Northern crude whale oil is held at 30c, at 
which price 1,000 bbls changed hands for do- 
mestic use. This price would not be shaded, 
The stock on hand at New Bedford is 9,800 bbls. 

Whale" one is quoted by holders of Arctic at 
$300, but there is more disposition to buy 
cheaper grades. A lot of 1,200 lbs South Sea 
changed hands at $2 20 per lb, for domestic use. 
There have been no fresh arrivals. The stock 
of bone is distributed as follows :

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Mineral Oils. 

The export movement in mineral lubri- 
cants is increasing as the weeks pass. It is not 
necessary torcly upon hearsay statements to 
confirm this fact, as we have the indisputable 
evidence furnished by the Bureau of Statistics, 
which proves it by figures furnished last weeh, 
In November the total shipments from the 
United States were 1,211,066 gallons, compared 
with 659,965 gallons for the same month last year. 
For the eleven months the total exports were 
12,528,684 gallons, against 11,328,530 for same 
period last year, For the additional 1,0-0,0C0 
gallons sent abroad since January 1,the sum of 
$60,249 was realized. All the shipping ports 
show an increase for last month except Phila- 
delphia. The increased exports from New 
York amounted to 583,750 gallons in November. 

Paraffine oil is substartially in the same 
steady position. There is still some talk of 
jobpvers being able to get supplies of 25 gravity 
at 8c and 28 gravity at 6c, butall the city manu- 
facturers disclaim any knowledge of such 
sales; they bavé heard the same reports, but 
give them little attention. There isa uniform 
price of 840 for 25 gravity and 644c for 28 
gravity in lots of 100 bhis and upward, and 9@ 
7c respectively for smaller lots. Some jobbers 
ure quoting the latter prices to special custom- 
ers. The feeling is firm, production is usual, 
and the movement large. 

The principal interest in neutral oils is cen- 
tered in wool oils, fo. which a larger demand 
is reported and being supplied at the stationary 
figures of 12@18c according to quantity. 

Cylinder stocks have not fluctuated to any 
extent, and prices are expected to remain on a 
steady basis, Some brands continue to be 
quoted at 18@19c for 600 test light filtered, but 
1%c will buy others. There is an absence of any 
competitive warfare, and every product is 
resting on ita own merits. Dark filtered con- 


tinues to be offered at 12@l4c, the latter for 600 


test. More demand is reported for dark than 
light filtered. 

There is a wide margin in the | prices for cold 
test black reduced oils. One brand established

Marvin’s Wild Statements on 


Russian Oil Fields.* 


BY MR. JOHN D. JAMIESON. 

From time totime Mr, Charles Marvin favors 
the British public with his ideas.on Russian 
petroleum, his recent contributions being 
“Six Hundred Miles of Petroleum Pipe’ and 
“Eleven Thousand Tons of Petrolcum Spout- 
ing Every Day.” Perhaps if Mr. Marvin’s 
ideas were tempered with the sobering effects 
of a little practical commercial experience 
they would be less effusive. But Mr. \:arvin 
lacks this experience. He delights in sersa- 
tional renderings. Millions are his favorite 
units. His style—Jules Verne. But let me 
examine Mr. Marv n’s latest articles. They are 
typical of much that comes from bis imagina- 
tion. We are told, on the authority of Mr. 
Marvin, that “tho Russian Government has 
conipleted at last the scheme for a petroleum 
pipe from Baku to the Black Sea, a distance of 
nearly six hundred miles,” the route being 
over the Lesser Caucasian mountains, taking 
the Suram Pass. The financial basis of this 
scheme is the finding of the modest sum of 
£2,000,000 sterling; the object, the furthering 
of the Russian petroleum trade; the considera- 
tion, a “concession.” Strange to say, the Rus- 
sian Government has itself apparently no in- 
tention of building this pipe line, and, equally 
strange, the refiners of Biku—whose trade, 
accordiag to Mr, Marvin, is to be “increased 
tenfold’”—have in a body declined to have any- 
thing to do with it. And so it comes that Mr. 
Marvin—wherefore Mr Marvin~—appeals some- 
what inopportunely to the British public— 
France, Belgiuua and Germany baving been 
already canvassed—to avail themselves of this 
great and lucrative “concession” which, in the 
fashion of the day, is now going. dirt cheap, 
for the paltry sum of £2,000,000 sterling. 


A FEW WORDS ABOUT THOSE 6)0 MILES OF 
PIPE. 

It is worthy of note that although the de- 
sired company must bind itself to construct 
within “three years” a pipe line capable of 
conveying from Baku to the Black Sea *‘160,- 
000,000 gallons of oil a year,”’ no guarantee will 
be given by the Russian Government. Weare 
told, however, in a well-baited sentence that 
th company is to “enjoy the same privileges 
as railway corporations,” and is empowered to 
charge ‘10 or 11 copecks per pood,” or about 
“a halfpenny per gullcn.”” The company is to 
be debarred from owning wells or refineries. 
The possibility of this stipulation proving fatal 
to the existence of the company is not dis- 
cussed. It is not pretended that there is at 
present sufficient refined oil exported from 
Baku viathe Black Sea to keep the pipe line 
going; but it is assumed the trade will be “i«- 
creased tenfold,” thereby affording work. 
This prophetic statement dvucs not depend 
solely on the ability of the refiners of Baku to 
find profitable export markets for such a trade, 
The terms of the concession are not further 
stated, but whatever they are they are to ‘‘last 
twenty years.” Under what arrangement the 
concession is to conclude, Mr. Martin had not 
“epace” to “detail.” Possibly before che ex- 
piration of these twenty years the company 
will have had enough of it. Evidently the 
Russian Government is determined the com- 
pany shall, for “as soon as the traffic reaches 
90 per cent of the full working power of the 
line’—a contingency somewhat remote—the 
company is to proceed “to lay down within 
two years asvcond pipe line,” doubtless another 
£2,000,000. It is not stated whether in the 
event of the pipe Jine reaching 99 per cent. of 
its capacity under abnormal or possibly forced 
circumstances, or just previous to the expira- 
tion of the “concession,” the Government 
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would waive its right to call upon the company 
to build a second line. Doubtless under such 
circumstances the matter would be treated in 
that fair and «quitable spirit which character- 
izes Russian dealings. Mr. Marvin considers 
the “engineering difficulties’’ to be for the 
most part of a “‘very trifling character,”’ but 
they Include the Lesser Caucasian mountains 
and the ascent of the Suram Pass, some 3,200 
feet, over which the oil has to be pumped by 
the company. A pretty little story is told by 
Mr. Marvin of how a Minister of Finance, a 
Minister of Crown Domains, and a Minister of 
Railways concocted the terms of the so-called 
concession.””’ What concession? They under- 
stand this sort of thing in Russia. We are 
further told that, although for “at least the 
last ten years there has been atalk of laying 
down a pipe line from Baku to some port on 
the Black Sea,” the advocacy of the scheme 
has hitherto been by “mere cencession-mong- 
ers.” There is of course nothing of that sort 
in the present effort,and the Mipister of Fi- 
naace, the Minister of Crown Domains, and the 
Minister of Railway# are by Mr. Marvin now 
put before the British public as commercial 
philanthropists. 


THE BAKU PETROLEUM TRADE IN THE THROES 
OP A CRISIS, 


Mr. Marvin has told us a great deal, but there 
is a great deal that he has left untold. Is Mr. 
Marvin oblivious of the fact—notorious to 
every one connected with the trade—that the 
Baku petroleum industry has for the last few 
years been laboring under extraordinary pe- 
cuniary difficulties; that prices fur Russian 
crude and its products have fallen to so low a 
figure that sales, exce. t at a loss, are difficult 
to make; that over forty of the Baku refineries 
were recently closed, and many others parti- 
ally so—that, in fact, the Baka petroleum in- 
dustry is in the throes ofa crisis, verging on 
insolvency? And what,in trath, has brought 
this about but the reckless way in which the 
Russian trade has been forced in the effort to 
compete with the petroleum trade of the United 
States in the European markets? The refiners 
of Baku once believed almost as much as Mr. 
Marvin now appears to believe, but they have 
learned to their cost that it is useless to manu- 
facture goods which they cannot sell except at 
a lose. Is Mr. Marvin ignorant of the general 
opposition to the proposed pipe line,which was 
8o freely expressed at the petroleum conference 
held at Baku in theepring of this year? Has 
he forgotten that the few miles of local pipe 
lines at Baku had to be protected night and 
day by armed escorts from the depredations 
of the lawless people, Tartars, etc.,who inhabit 
the Baku district? Since it is not the Baku re- 
tiners that seek the construction of this pipe 
line, who are the interested parties? What are 
their interests? Are they “concession mong- 
ers?” 

Mr. Marvin speaks of the proposed pipe line 
as being a mere trifle compared with the pipe 
lines of the United States, the distance of which 
he puts “collectively” at “9,000 mile,” As a 
matter of fact, the longest main pipe in the 
United States is from Olean, N. Y. to Brooklyn 
—300 miles—halfthe length of the proposed 
Rus ian line. In the United States the pipe 
lines are used solely for cruis oil, The propos- 
ed pipe line from Baku is for refined oll. The 
practical mind hesitates to enter the field of 
objections that spring up against the idea of 
receiving all kinds and conditions of refined 
oil at Baku, passing it through six hundred 
miles of pipes, and delivering it in one general 
mixture on the shores of the Black Sea. There 
are material differences in the value of refined 
oll, depenjing on the manufacture, the color, 
test and gravity. All these differences would 
be merged in the mysteries of th2> pipe line. 
The Baku refiners are alive to these essential 
considerations. Mr. Marvin appears to have 
overlooked them. And what is ‘he saving tu 
be? The present rate by tank car over the 
Transcaucasian Railway is about £1 per ton, 
each parcel or grade of oil being kept distinct, 
agit should be The rate by the proposed pipe 
line is to be 138 per ton, the oil being mixed 
irrespective of the different refineries and of 
the various qualities of the oil. Mr. Marvin's 
allegations would therefore tend to show a 
saving of 7sperton. Is this sufficient recom- 
pense forthe mixture and the deteriorating 
effects of six hundred miles of pipe line? 
Where is the practical experience to determine 
how far six hundred miles of passage through 
a pipe line will deteriorate or destroy many of 
the essential qualities of refined petroleum oil? 

And now as to causes, among others, why 
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Russia is unable to compete with the United 
States. 

1, United States crude is to Russian crude as 
cream to skim milk. United States crude 
yields about 75 per cent of the finest illumina- 
ting oil the world produces. Russian crude 
yieids only about 29 per cent of an inferior il- 
luminating oil. United States crude yields 
about 12 per cent. naphtha or spirit of such a 
valuable character that it readily sells fur 20 
per cent. per gallon more than the oil. Russian 
naphtha is unmarketable, and it is mostly 
burned to‘get rid of,it. United States lubricating 
oils, another product of crude, are now 80 low 
in price that Russian lubricating oils are prac- 
tically debarred from competition in many of 
the European markets. United States crude 
yields a considerable percentage of scule, used 
for candle making,ani this is a product of 
great value: weight for weight it is worth four 
times more than refined petroleum oil. The 
Baku crude yields no scale. Thus the United 
States, in the surpassing richness of its crude 
hasan enormous aud unapproachable advan- 
tage over Russia. 

2. The daily production of the United Statee, 
is in excess of the world’s demand,and has been 
80 practically for te last ten years. In addi- 
tion tothe excess iu the daily production of 
the United States, there are stored there, above 
ground, 34,800,000 barrels of 42 gallons each, the 
actual! unmarketed accumulations. 

3. United States oll is superior as an illumi- 
Daotto Russian oil, A comparison of the 
respective prices of the United States and Rus 
siau oilatthe chief European mar«ets wil 
show the com nercial appreciation of the su- 
periority « f United States oil. 

4. The United States command the available. 
markets of the world with an organ zation 
backed up with immense resources, economic, 
complete, perfect, the power of waich the Rus- 
sian industry now knows toits cot. (In 1876 
the United States refiners :old their oil at 3% 
cents per gallon, receatly their price has been 
65g cents per gallon, barre!s included, and yet 
the American companies pay good dividends, 
and the shares for the greater part command 
high premiums.) _ 

The great well to which Mr. Marvin refers 
seems to have excited him much more than it 
has the good peop!e of Baku. According to a 
recent official statement the Balakhani-Sabo- 
ontchi territory at Baku was show.pg “evident 
signs of exhaustion,” and this view, although 
questioned, finds justification in the steady 
lowering of the level at which the Baku crude 
isfound. With the< xistiag plethora of oil at 
Baku every new wellis so much waste. The 
oil is practically valueless. Suppose the pro- 
ductiveness of the Baku field was to decrease 
muterially, what about the pipe line costing 
£2,00,000 sterling? 

Mr. Marvin,in his allusion to the Scotch shale 
oil trade, writes: “It is thus no exay geration to 
say that it is a thousand times easier to obtain 
oil for Jamps at Baku than in the shale oil dis- 
tricts of Scotland.” This is a novel way of put- 
ting it, nd flattering to the manufacturing re- 
sources of tha Scotch. Evidently Mr. Marvin 
is not aware that the Scotch refiners distil their 
shale chiefly for the large percentage of par- 
affine scale and sulphate of ammonia which it 


ields, and of which two products Baku crude 
Yields nothing. Ifthe Scotch depended solely 
on their illuminating and lubricating oils they 
would be almost as badly off as the Baku re- 
finers. It may surprise Mr. Marvin and others 
beside to be informed that, owing to the pro- 
ducta which Scotch shale yields and Kussian 
crude does not, the net value of the vari us 
products manufactured by the Scotch shale oil 
refiners in 188 may roughly and sately be es- 
timated at twice the net value of the products 
of the whole petroleum refioing trade of Baku 
as officially returned for the year 1885, and yet 
the Scotch cannot be accused ot “spouting 
eleven thousand tons of petroleum ev. ry day. 

Mr. Marvin, in a book he published in 1884, 
designated the proposed pipe line scheme as 
“grandiose.” Most people will agree wito bin 
in tha., but the intending investor will ask, 
where ig the profit? He will pause st the wide 
gap there is between the present Russien ex- 
ports of refined petroleum and the required 
anbual capacity of the proposed pine line. He 
will remember the old adage “Who is to pay 
the piper?” He will think twice before he 
faces the extraordinary responsibilities and ex- 
penses attending the conveyance of refined 

troleum tbrough a pipe line a distance which 
a equal to that from Aberdeen to the West 
Pier at Brighton, taking the Grampians and 
hugging the frowning summit of Ben Lomond

The Cyclone Which Swept the Petro- 


leum Market. 

C. 8. Leslie, of Pittsburg, was unable to fill 
his contracts on Tuesday and 152,000 barrels 
were sold on his account under the rule. 
Jacob H. Walters also failed to make good $160 
ona cash transaction, and 3,000 barrels cash 
oil were sold on his account at 655gc. Subse- 
quently, several additional blocks of oil carried 
by F. M. Hayes were sold to make good vio- 
lated contracts amounting to $3,500. 

On Tuesday, Pittsburg banks were cal‘ing in 
loans from »il brokers and traders in oil certifi- 
cates with a vengeance equaled only at the 
time of the Penn bank failure. In many cases 
bankers seemed to have lost all conidence in 
oilas a coliateral, and in no case would the 
stuff be carried on less than 20 per cent mar- 
gins, One well-known local broker during the 
first hour after banking hours paid loans ag- 
gregating $180,000, and altogether the loans 
called up to noon would, it is believed, aggre- 
gate a round million. 

At Oil City the speculators were wild with 
excitement and fairly tumbled over each 
other in their anxiety to dispcse cf their oll. 
One cause assigned for the sudden break was 
the report that McGahey No. 5 was making 50 
barrels per hour, Thie, toguther with the fact 
that the bulk of the trade were on the long 
side of the market, made everyone on th? 
alert for a drop, and when it did come it caused 
intense excitement foratime. But one failure 
is reported at this point, the amount of which 
is comparatively small. 

Only three operators “laid down” on the 
New York Exchange. The three failures were 
those of J. Jahn, Frank Ellison, of No. 61 
Broadway, for whom 75,000 barrels were sold 
under the rule, and Stephen Lane, jr. The lia- 
bilities of allthe men embarrassed do not ex- 
ceed $1C,000. 

The rumor mongers again circulated the old 
“chestnut” about the alleged contemplated 
purchase of Russian petroleum territory by 
the Standard people. About the only effect 
produced was to amuse the members of the 
Consolidated Exchange. 

The statement was made that the heavy de- 
clines could have been prevented had a few of 
the largest operators in the trade taken the 
pains to stepin to the rescue. As it was, the 
great multitude of smaller speculators wero 
frightened almost into a panic. 

President Stevenson on Thursday addressed 
the members of the Pittsburg Exchange, ad- 
vising them that in the present excited and 
uncertain stute of the market the quieter 
course is the better to be pursued, and he 
hoped that the members would do as little 
trading as possible, and the little which must 
be done should be done on a strictly conserva- 
tive basis. His admonition was cordially re- 
ceived by the Exchange and acted on. 

Official announcement was made on Thurs- 
day from the desk of the Consolidated Stock 
and Petroleum Exchange that Julius Jahn, 
whose failure was announced previously, had 
been st spended because, after the twenty-four 
hours’ leniency, he had failued to complete his 
contracts, It was the general talk on the Ex- 
change that it was surprising that, with the 
flop, the failures had been so few. One reason 
given for this was that those whose margins 
had been wiped out by the recent fluctuations 
had resolved to pockct their losses and begin 
anew rather than risk theirall by pursuing a 
ruinous policy. 

A good many persons laugh at the idea that 
the Standard bad anything to do with the 
break, and charge the whole trouble on brok- 
era who did business on too parrow margins. 

Prices may be pegged uv forthwith, but a 
trader offered a pretty philoso; hic statement 
says the Pittsburg Com.- Gaz. when he said that 
“if a man had his house blown down bya 
cyclone out on the plaios, he would be a fool 
to begin piling up the bricks before the wind 
had stopped blowing.” It is rather breezy in 
the oil market yet, and even the smile of a bear 
who did not get “laid down on” will hardly in- 
spire muck confidence before next week any- 


how. The moguls who helped the market up 
in order to unload, have a good bit of the etuff 
on their hands now, and there is no a3-urance 
that they do not want to collect storage on it 
again.

Duties, 


The resolutions which were adopted by the 
Boaad of Trade and Transportation last week 
ashing C ingress to modify Trvasury regula- 
tions so as to permit importers to tak» oath fu 
verification of invoices before any notary pub- 
lic and to pay duties by certified check or in 
any current money are causing much talk in 
business circles, The merchants claim that the 
new plan suggested of oath taking would be a 
«reat convenience to importers, sparing them 
the necessity of a personal visit to the Custom 
House, which, in the case of many of them, is 
quite distant. Astothe check part of their 
demand, it is urged that mayment made as now, 
in coin or its certificates, is often the occasion 
of much trouble and detention, as well as a 
shaving of premium to get the needed money. 
The Custom House officials, however, take a 
different view of the matter. One of the offi- 
c'als said: “‘Altbough honest importers may be 
hindered by the pretreat regulatiane, they are 
nevei theless made necessary by the dishonest 
importers, who lose no charce of defrauding 
the revenue by shifting evasions. Itis a case 
of many suffering for a few wrong doors. The 
payment of check, they say, is even more con- 
demnable. Although the Custom House han- 
dies more money than many banks, there isa 
vastly ( ffereat standard of rcs;onsibility in 
the beads of banking institutions and Customs 
collectors. The banking institution is respon- 
sible tor the acts of its head, while the Collector 
is held personally responsible for every penny 
found to be due the seaaery. The bank upon 
which a certified check is drawn might sus- 

nd between the time of acceptance for du- 

ies and time for collection. In that case the 
Celiector or his bond would be held to strict 
accountability unless relieved by special legis- 
lative act.”

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The Decline in Hops. 


The condition of the hop crop, the amount of 
stock on hand and other considerations in the 
spring of this year led cealers to suppose that 
the hop market would be higher than for some 
years. On the strength of reports of the ex- 
tensive loss to the New York crop the market 
did rise from 8 centsa pound to 25 cente. Then 
it was found that speculators had bought up 
all the 1885 hops they could get hold of and held 
them. When it was seen that the brewers were 
well stocked up with 1885 hops the market lost 
ita strength and dropped from 38 conte to 25 
cents for prime stock The speculators thin 
tried to sell their stored hopsand found no 
market forthem. These hors were bought at 
prices ranging all the way f.om 20 to 28 cents. 
and only recently a lot of the same quality 
was bought at 124% cents. On the other hand, 
asale of prime hops was recently made at 40 
cents a pound, but it was of the finest hups in 
the market. 

There are onl; a few bales of prime 1886 hops 
from New York State. California has produced 
a quantity of a fine quality of hops, There isa 
good amount of European hops in the market, 
but there is absolutely no demand for more 
than a bale or two at a sale. 

Brewers, as has been above stated, have hops 
enough in stock to last them for severrl 
months at least. These are all 1885 hops, but 
they buy a bale or two of this year’s crop 
semi- occasionally, which they mix with the 
hops in store. 

There is no market for malt. The Canada 
crop was quite large and of a fair quality. The 
market is somewhat overstocked and is very 
dull, The prospects for both malt and hops 
are far from encouraging. A prominent dealer 
said toa Bulletin reporter: “If I were specu- 
lating in hops I should buy some at about 1:34 
cents to hold over to next season. This will 
show you how I regard the market. It may 
open strong, but that is very doubtful,’’— 
Boston Bulletin.

Cinchona Prospects in Java. 

As regards the prospects in Java, we have 
had the following placed at our disposal, says 
the Tro ical Agricultur st. 

Extract from Mr. G. Tolson’s letter of Aug. 
24, 1886: *“*We certainly shall be shipp! g more 
and more cinchona every year from Java, but 
nothing like what Ceylon has done. If we ship 
one million pounds during the next two yeurs 
it will be Al. But we don’t expect higher 
prices so long as Ceylon sends such a lot for- 
ward.” 

We may also q‘ ote from the priv..te reports 
of merchants in London as foilowe: 

“We have 250,000 pounds of reil good stem 
and plenty more to come, and Iam much ir- 
terested in the future of bark. The stock here 
is not considered excessiv:, 60,000 bales, one 
year’s consumption. They know more about 
Javain London tha.we do in Ceylon. Van 
Goerkem, the man who has written about cin- 
chona in Java, estimates the acrcage of that 
island at 20,000 acres and the production during 
the next five years at 1,000,000 to 5,000,000 
pounds per annum. Theexports from Java 
this year are 14 mil ions pounds, and this is 
exceseive as they have peeled upa lot of in- 
ferior to make room for Ledgers in:tead. I 
wrote to a reliable person in India: ‘What is 
the probable production of Southern India 
during next three years?” He replied: 1, 1% 
and 2 millions per annum. 

It is most difficult to learn anything satistac- 
tory about ciochona, The Mincing Lane 
brokers declare we have driven South America 
outof the market and hardly any comes from 
there now. The production in 1880 and 1881, 
when 2% percent and 3 per cent stuff was 
worth 26 6d and 3e, was 24.900,40 pounds per 
annum, and now it is not much in excess of 
that, yet price has gone down to 344d a unit. 
Howard says that the price entirely depends on 
Ceylon exports.

Drug Milling.* 
PROF. H. D. GARRISON, OF THE CHICAGO COL- 
LEGE OF PHARMACY, 

*Read before the Illinois Pharmaceutical As- 
sociatien. 

What drugs can be successfully ground or 
contused to the required degree of fineness for 
percolation, by the use of hand milis, mortar 
and pestie, or both? 

This query may be answered in two widely 
different ways, both of which would be correct 
and responsive to the iaterrogatory. 

Fi ‘et, it may be said that all the drugs re- 
quired for percolation can be successfully 
ground or contused to the required degree of 
fineness for percolation by the use of hand 
mills, mortar and pestle, or both. Time and 
per:everence would finally be crowned with 
success in an attempt to powder or contuse 
leather, sheet iron or gutta percha. 

Our second answer is that human force can 
‘no move compete with steam power in grind- 
ing drugs than it can in sawing lumber; there- 
fore, no drugs required in any considerable 
amount can be advantageously ground or con- 
tuecd in hand mills or mortars. Those who set 
no va.ue on their timeand labur may certainly 
eave a few cents by grinding their own drugs, 
but the dirt, noise and odor created usually 
makes the experiment expensive and undesira- 
ble. 

Of course the question of purity is what the 
aitbor of ths query mainly had in view, and 


certainly it cannot Le successfully denied that

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some rather poor powders are to be found in 
the drug market; but we believe that adultera- 
tion is prircipally confiaed to tte spices and 
such other articles as_grocers and tobacconists 
use, and which are offered at prices which be- 
tray their true chararacter. A pretty extensive 
acquaintance with drug millers bassatisfiad the 
writer that they are atout as honest as other 
people. Give them a living pric: and most of 
them will give you pure goods—of the remain- 
der you need not buy.

Of cours> the 
ligneous z:id bast fibers, which are the list to 
puly.rize, might be thrown away without 
much luse, but that would change the strength 
of the part retsiced if it were afterward used 
by weight. When hand power is employed in 
grinding drugs the temptation to stop far short 
of the Pharmacoy ceia requiremente, as to fine- 
aess,iaso great that I fear that but few who 
turn the mill or wield the pestie can res‘st it. 
In looking over the cfficinal requirements as 
to fineness of powders I have been surprised

The past week has been a quiet one as regards 
the chemical market; this, however, is general- 
ly the case at the close of the year. Few con- 
tracts of any importance have as yet been 
made for 1887, although a few small ones of 
bleach for the first part of the year have been 
placed. Stocks, as a rule, are light, even 
though arrivals have been quiet free during 
the past week. Bleach is firmer under cable re- 
ports of the putting back to Liverpool of the 
St. Albans, which has a considerable quantity 
of both bleach and caustic on board. Newcas- 
tle soda ash is easier for spot and for shipment. 
Sal soda, English, is steady, although prices are 
somewhat weaker under reports of an easier 
foreign market. On another page will be found 
an interesting article on the outlook of the al- 
kali trade at Widness. Oxalic acid continues 
to flow in to such an extent as to depress 
prices both for spot and for future delivery. 
Chlorate of potash is quiet, and the same may 
be said of muriate; while the stock of sulphate 
of potash is far in excess of the demand. Kai- 
nit is in light request, with stocks on the in- 
crease. The other light chemicals show few 
changes, as noted below: 

Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 percent has ruled 
very quiet during the week under review, 
Trade has been quiet as is usual at this period 
of the yeur buyers only taking such lots as cur- 
rent wants may require. Values however re- 
main steady with little pressing of goods on 
the market as is generally the case by those 
who do not wish to carry stocks over into the 
new year. One reason that may be assigned 
for this is that arrivals have been light outside 
of the regular contracts for consumption. For 
future shipments extending over the first six 
months of the year there has been a fair de- 
mand, the sales aggregating 450 tons at 1 25@ 
130c as to quantity and make, also 75 tons from 
store at 130@135c as to quantity and brand. 
High test is meeting with the usual demand at 
1 20@1 25c as to brand, quantity and holder. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
Liverpool makes is in better request tor ship- 
ments to come forward during the early part 
of 1887. Sales are reported of 300 tens of prime 
brands at about 1 25@1 2744c as to quantity ex 
dock here. The stock available for prompt de- 
livery continues light and is held with a degree 
of firmness which indicates that unless ar- 
rivals which are now on way come to hand 
shortly prices will be advanced for store lots, 
The sales making are chiefly for jobbing quan- 
tities for which 127}4@1 3ic is named as to 
brand and quantity. High test has ruled quiet 
and little new business beyond what was re- 
ported in our Inst bas been effected. For ship- 
ments during the first part of 1887 the price 
ranges from 120@1 250 as to make, q uantity 
and date of shipment. 

Alkali 36 per cent isa shade firmer now that 
the lots which were pressing on the market at 
- the close of our last bave been sold. A parcel 
of 50 tons is reported as having been placed 
from dock at 144c; besides this, severai small 
sales have been effected at 120@1 25c, as to 
quantity undholder. The arrivals ot BM 48 per 
cent have only been moderate during the 
week, the bulk of which are under contract for 
consumption. The sales « mprise 150 tons at 
1 2@1 224¢c, as to quantity and date of deliv- 
ery. For high test B M there is the usual de- 
mand, which absorts the arrivals; hence, little 
surplus stocks are reported as being pressed 
on the market. For shipments afloat and ex- 
tending over the early part of 1887, there has 
been a fair demand, the sales aggregating 800 
tons at 144@1 lic, as to quantity; also 250 tons 
in lots at 1 1734@1 20, as to quantity and holder, 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent, under free 
arrivals is a shade easier, specially for lots re- 
cently to hand, as bolders do not care to in- 
cur the expense of storing at this period of the 
year. The sales comprise 75 tons from dock at 
1 250, while for store parcels the price ranges 
from 1 2744@1 30c, as to brand and holder. For 
shipments extending over present fire, there 
has only been a light demand. Offers of 1 20c 
have been declined for several hundred tons 
holders not being disposed to shade 1224@ 
125c, as to brand, quantity and date of ship- 
ment. High test is without special feature. 
The bulk of the recent arrival was all placed 
from dock in lots at 115@1 17}¢c as to quan- 
tity, test and brand. Late mails fr2m the Tyne 
say: “In soda ash the decreased output is rath- 
er affecting the market, but it is counterbal- 
anced in some degree by the manner in which 
some manufacturers who used to buy Tyne 
soda ash are now substituting ammonia alkali. 
At the beginning of this month the price was 
1d less 8 per cent, but it has drifted back to its 
old and lower rate—ld less 4 to 5 per cent. 
Still, some of the largest producers in this dis- 
trict are barer of stock of this article than they 
have been any time this year. Some rather 
heavy quantities have been sent to the United 
States.” 

Caustic soda 60 per cent. is only wanted ina 
limited way at the moment, The sales com- 
prise 150 dms to arrive at 2 70@2 75c, and 60 dms 
from store at 2 80@2 850, as to brand, quantity 


and holder. The arrivals of high test have 
been nominally light during the week. The 
**St. Albins” putting back may ceuse some 
delay in making December deliveries upon 
contracts, as it is understood there are several 
hundred drums on board. Several inquiries 
have been inthe market of late for contracts 
extending over 1887. but as buyers views were 
about 2 40c no business has resulted. The sales 
comprise about 250 dms at 2 45@250c, as to 
brand, test and quality. Since the advance in 
freights, which was made on the 10th, to the 
West, the demand from that section has been 
light, 

Since the opening of the week the market for 
bleaching powder has become firmer under 
cables to hand reporting the putting back of 
the steamer St, Albans with 6(0 casks on | ourd 
as it will likely be some weeks before these 
come to hand. Holders are taking advantage 
of this state of things and are marking up prices 
specially for high test Liverpool brands. The 
Boston market,however,remains somewhat un- 
settled at 1 8244@1 85c asto brand and quantity. 
The sales making here are at 2@2 05c, while for 
lots now due 19%5cisnamed. The sales com- 
prise 180 casks at prices within the range. 

Sal soda English as is usual at this period of 
the year has been in light request during the 
past week. The arrivals have been free with 
sales of 150 tons repo: ted from dock at 95Z97}¢c 
as to brand and quantity. For shipments on 
way the price ranges from 924@95c as to quan- 
tity and holder, Late mail advices from New- 
castle say: “At the beginning of the month the 
price of soda crystals was £27363, and at that 
price it remained until the middle of the month 
was passed when the falling off in the demand 
usual at this season of the year set in, and the 
makers had to consider bow this could be met. 
As the result of that cessation of make by one 
of the alkali makers, the amount of the output 
is being Icssened as the contracts are worked 
off, but the makers found that stocks of soda 
showed a tendency to grow, and they decided 
to reduce the make by twenty per cent for 
four weeks, the period of the reduction being 
left to each individual manager to arrange. 
This has prevented the relapse in price from 
being so marked, but it has not maintained 
prices, which have dwindled, until to-day £2 
6s is the generai rate for crystals. There is a 
fair demand at this time of the year, but it is 
as usual rather low, buyers desiring that their 
stocks should be reduced. It is believed that 
there may be a further declension in the price, 
but not to the extent that in some recent win- 
ters there has been.” 

Sal soda American is meeting with the usual 
jobbiag demand at prices ranging from %@ 
97340 f o b less 134 per cent for vash as to quan- 
tity and style of packing. Thesales aggregat- 
ing 325 tons within the range. 

The demand for salt cake has only been mod 
erate during the past week. For shi:.ments to 
come forward during the early part of 1887 
there has been a fairamount of business done 
at about 55@57i<¢c, ex dock here, as to quantity 
and test. For jobbing parcels on the sport the 
price ranges from €0@62}éc, as to quantity and 
holder, with sales of 50 tons within the range. 


Acids. 

Acetic acid for prompt delivery has been in 
light request for prompt delivery during the 
past week, as co::sumers generally do not care 
to enter the new year with a surplus stock on 
hand. Few inquiries are reported for contracts 
extending over 1887, neither are makers anx- 
ious sellers until they have secured their sup- 
ply of lime at reasonable figures. The sales 
comprise 43,000 lbs at prices ranging from 2%@ 
8c as to make und quantity. 

Free arrivals and a light demand keeps the 
market for oxalic acid weak and dull. For 
monthly shipments extending over 1887 there 
have been several offers of 634c, allof which 
have been declined, although 644c would lead 
to business. The sales comprise 25 casks at 
64426%4c, as to make, quantity and holder. 

No sales of any consequence are being maie 
of tartaric acid at this season of the year 
values however continue steady at the range 
established by the various manufacturers. 

The past week has been one of extreme dull- 
ness as regards the demand for the various 
grades of acids. This however is not unusual 
at this period of the year hence the past week 
has been no exception to the ge .eral rule, Sul- 
phuric acid 66 per cent is meeting with the 
usual jobbing demand at 1 05@1 25c as to make 
and quantity. Chamber acid is quiet for 
prompt delivery but for contracts extending 
over 1887 there has been a fair tradein progress. 
Values remain steady at $8 50@10 50 per ton fo 
b as to make and place of delivery. 
Ammonias, Potashes and Fe;z<i!iz- 

ing Chemicals. 

Free arrivals, together with a light demand, 
has made a dull market during the past week 
for the various grades of fertilizing chem‘cals, 
This, however, is expected to be the case at this 
period of the year, as many of the dealers are 
preparing to take account of stock, hence their 
indisposition to purchase in excess of their 
current needs. Sulphate of ammonia is held 
firm at 3(0@3 05c as to quantity and make. 
Menhaden fish guano is in light stock for 
prompt delivery, consequently prices are held 
steady at $27 00@27 50 for crude, and $30 00@ 
8100 per ton for ground as to quantity and 
place of delivery. The demand for blood has 
been of fair proportions, even though prices 
have fallen off someweat during the week, 
The sales comprise 150 tons oi low grades at

Widnes Chemical Trade. 


A correspondent in writing to the Colorman’s 
Journal of London from Widnes, speaking of 
the outlook in the chemical trade, says: 


What an enterprising people are the Widnes 
Alkali Co. Not content with being the largest 
makers of caustic soda—their average being 
650 to 700 tons per week—they have taken the 
old Lugsdale Chemical Works, with the inten- 
tion of erecting thereon further caustic plant, 
and putting up a still larger revolving black 
ash furnace than their present ones. which are 
now accounted the largest in the world, They 
have also entered into the manufacture of 
manganate of soda; a new and exceedingly effi- 
cient disinfectant and deodorizer of sewage, 
and which is largely used as auch by the Metro- 
politan Board of Works. To still further add 
to their speculations they are laying down a 
most complete and extensive plant for the 
manufacture of chlorate of potash, an article 
which has bee a virtual monopoly for afew 
makers; and I believe it is qu te true that an 
exceedingly large sale for forward delivery was 
made by them before ever a brick was bought, 
or a line of the plan drawn forthe new works. 

Rather startling in‘elligence comes from an- 
other Jarge works, it being announced that 
Messrs. Brunner, Mond & Co. Ld. have bought 
an old salt works,are clearing two or three acres 
in extent, and putting up furnaces, pans, &c., 
sufficient to produce 300 to 400 tons of caustic 
soda per week. 


The question arisesr, how will this affect the 
plans of the Widnes Alkali Company? Is there 
room in the market for two such large addi- 
tions to the present make of that article? J 
doubt it. Meanwhile rivals are ariging in the 
ammonia-soda process of manufacture, tor 
this week the Runcorn Soap and Alkali Com- 
pany made a fair start with the completed 
plant with which they have been exp:2riment- 
ing for the last few months, while a fortnight 
ago Messrs. Mathieson & Co. set into operation 
the machinery which for some time has been 
in preparation with so much precaution and 
mystery that no one has learned anything

In the recent case of lselin against Ex-Collect- 
or Hedden in the United States Circuit Court, 
this district, Judge Wheeler was called on by 
repeated requests of counsel to define the 
right of importers to attend the proceedings 
of a reappraisement board. His principal ex- 
pressions on the subject in passing upon the 
questions to be submitted to the jury, and in 
his charge, were as follows: 

I think fhe importer bas a right to know who 
the board are; to know when they act on his 
importation—that is, these cases that are se- 
lected and are at the public stores—and that he 
has a right to be there and know fairly tbat the 
cases exhibited to the appraisers are bis goods, 
and to have an opportunity to exhibit them, 
and to explain them, so far as he may desire to 
do so, to the board,so that he may see that 
there is a fair examination of them, and that 
he has a right to be present in that sense at the 
appraisal. 

As to the taking of testimony, I think the 
statute *: eans that the board itself is to be gov- 
erned by ita own views of the necessities of the 
case as to the taking of testimony or not tak- 
ing it, and what they shall take. If, when they 
enter upon tbeir duties, and see the goods, they 
think they want some proof, or want to make 
inquiry, it is their duty to do it, **by all proper 
means,”" as the statute says. I think they 
would have a right to ask anybody they 
thought knew—to call anybody there that they 
thought knew—especially to call the importer 
himself, his clerks, with his invoices and his 
correspondence, and havs them all brought in

of Scotland are the most productive countries 
in the world, and they are those in which fer- 


tilizers are applied to the land moat liberally. 
But the need of them in our Southern States 
jis incalculably greater than in those countries. 
Improved agriculture has been the rule there 
for near a century past; until lately it has been 
the reverse bere. Under the former state of 
things, the rapid growth of the slave popula- 
tion required the cultivated flelds to be ex- 
tended from year to year to give employment 
to the additional laboring force. The increase 
in the general population also demanded 
increased food supplies. This could be met 
only in one of two ways: by bring up the 
production of the cultivated fleids by liberal 
manuring, or by adding new land to that al- 
ready in cultivation. To bring up old fields 
by manuring was what was not thought of ex- 
cept in a few localities; in this State that 
method was confined to one or two counties 
where there were supplies of muck. The 
abundance and cheapness of land caused the 
other way to be almost universally adopted. 
Metntime, while new land was added from time 
to (time, the cultivation Of both new and old 
went on from genertion to generation, The re- 
sult was that the productive powers of the land 
were brought down to a very low point. Such 
was the state of things at the commencement 
of the civil war. Then the agricultural re- 
sources of the country were strained to the ut- 
most during its continuance, and at its end the 
land was left in a state of exhaustion. The in- 
troduction of commercial fertilizers shortly 
afterwards was a boon of the highest value to 
agriculture, and our farmers generally and 
eagerly availed themselves of their use. 


At first the supply was unequal to the demand; 
the profits, consequentiy, were exorbitant. 
Such pronts formed an irresistible temptation 
to unprincipled adventurers. Spurious manu- 
factures, worth not atithe of what was -sked 
for them, flooded the market, and found reaiy 
sale. The trade offered, indeed, a boundless 
field for fraud. It was fraud against which the 
farmer bad no defence; the spurious and the 
genuine article was to the sight, to the touch 
and to the smell). the same. This manufacture 
and trade attained the largest dimensions 
shortly after the war. Doubtless much of the 
disastrous results of farming tor some years 
after the war was to be attributed to the large 
amounts paid out for these worthless mixtures, 
Such a trade drained out the little money there 
was then in the country, with hardly 
a shadow of compensation. It was au 
evil which could scarcely be overesti- 
mated in its proportions. From its very 
nature it was one from which no protec- 
tion could be tound except in the resources of 
high science, cor then unless that science was 
under the direction cf the State. A State 
Chemist afforded the only remedy. Passing 
these mixtures through the crucible of his 
science, he could guard the farmer against im- 
position and give certainty to the operations of 
husbandry, As an official of the State and 
paid by it, the State Chemist would be per- 
fectly disinterested; and he would be an im- 
partial arfiter in all questions between the 
manufacturer and the farmer. 


The elements which chiefly give value to fer- 
tilizers are ammonia, potash and phosphoric 
acid. Toshow what frauds may be committed 
in fertilizers, and how they elude detection, the 
testimony of Professor White, State Chemist of 
Georgia, before a committee of investigation 
appointed by the Legislature of that State, is 
here cited: “*Ammoniates have reached a high 
price and the manufacturers are constantly try- 
ing to find a cheap source of supply. Some re- 
sort to leather scraps and woolen stuff. On 
analysis they show ni'rogen, but as a matter of 
fact they are worth nothing in this shape to the 
plant. An analysis in the laboratory is indis- 
pensable to detect the fraud. Without such 
an analysis frauds of this kind could be palmed 
off upon the country without limit. Science 
is the only safeguard. In the preparation of 
sulphuric acid, too, there is a w de scope for 
dishonesty. The low grade acid makes a low 
grade phosphate. The low grade contains six 
per cent. of soluble, the higher thirteen per 
cent. Not only the acid but the phosphate 
iteelf varies. There is, for instance, the phos- 
phate of iron, which may or may not be valua- 
ble asa plant food, It can be used in making 
a fertilizer. The plantercannot tell it. Simple 
inspection will not determine whether it is 
phosphate of ammonia, alumina phosphate, or 
iron, or what. Nothing but chemical analysis 
will tell.” To the same effect is the testimony 
of Dr. Voelcker, “who,” says Dr. Ledoux, “is 
looked upon as the great head of all agricultu- 
ral chemistry.” “The agricultural and com- 
mercial value of artificial manures,” says Dr. 
Voeicker, “mainly depends upon their compo- 
nent parts and the relative propostions of the 
chief fertilizing constituents, and the state of 
combination in which they occur can be deter- 
mine by any good chemist with quite sufficient 
precision to indicate the comparative value of 
different fertilizers. Chemical analysis, in fact, 
is ths only means of ascertaining, with cer- 
tainty, whether a manure is good or worthless, 
and about what pricethe consumer ongbt to 
pay for particular kinds of manure.” When 
the best education affords no defence against 
frauds of this kind it is easy to see to what ex- 
tent these frauds can be practiced upon our 
farmers generally. It ig clearly the duty of 
the State to provide the means of protection, 
and such is now regarded as the duty of most 
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enlightened governments.—North Oarolins Exz-

The Phosphate Golconda, 


An interesting discussion is now in progress 
at Charleston, 8. C., about raising the tax on 
phosphates, which is now one dollar per ton. 
A correspondent of the News and Courier 
enters into the controversy with spirit and puts 
forward the following arguments: 

The gems of India, on deposit at Golconda, 
needed always for safe-keeping the mountain 
stronghold of that famous city, its fortress and 
the presence of armed sentinels by day and 
night. 

But the precious stones of South Carolina, in 
the shape of her black nodules of phosphate 
rock, have taken care of themselves. All 
through the past ages they have lain unmo- 
lested in their natural depository under the 
navigable streams and waters around Beaufort 
and Charleston. The treasure was preserved 
intact till science, as it were, unlocked the 
vault and poured it into thelap of the present 
generation. 

It was a happy coincidence, for no former 
generation had such need of it as we. With the 
new system of labor cur worn-out fields and 
gullied hills could not have competed with the 
fertile West,and without this magic stone, 
which makestwo bolls of cotton grow where 
one grew before, our lands would have gone 
out of civilization. 

The people of South Carolina, then, coming 
suddenly into possession of this fortune, would 
naturally consider the question: What shall we 
do with it? How much of it isthere? How 
much much is it worth? Shall we sell itor 
keep it for our own use? and, if we were to sell 
it, what is the highest price obtainable? These 
questions were new aud difficult and of grave 
importance to poor people, as we were (and 
are). We would have expected that the State, 
being called on to execute such a trust, would 
spare no pains or expense to sulve them; would 
call to its aid the best talent that money could 
command, and that this great business would 
have been organized upon the best basis that 
science, business skili and experience could de- 
vise. 

Was ali this or any of it done? Strange to say 
it was not. And now aftertwenty years there 
still prevails among the people in general and 
the Legislature in particular (not to mention 
the board of agriculture) the most profound 
ignoran:e of the whole subject. We look in 
vain in the proceedings of the General Assem- 
bly or in the columns of the newspapers for any 
intelligent discussion of the subject. What 
member of the Legislature (excepting those 
who are interested in the companies now en- 
joying the cheap grants of the State) or state 
official pretends to be well informed on the 
subject so that he is prepared to vote or speak 
intelligently on the complex question; in- 
volved, or to show that the State is getting full 
value received? ‘ 

At the time of the discovery of these depos- 
its, and before anything definite was known as 
to the relative value of beds in different 
streams, the Radical Legislature, either for the 
best interests of the State or “for divers other 
good and sufficient consideration.” enacted 
that the phosphates might be mined and re- 
moved upon paying to the State $1 per ton. 
This sounds cheap. And then, it was one price 
all round, the same for good deposits, bad de- 
posits and indifferent deposits, which seems 
queer. And there the the thing has stood and 
stands. Nothing has ever been done, and very 
little said about it. The state has never done 
anything to test the market. No offers 
have been invited, no mining rights 
ever advertised for sale or put up at 
auction. How do we know but what some- 
body might, if they had a chance, pay two 
doliars or more for the right to mine? Of 
course, on the mere mention of such athing 
those who enjoy the rightof mining at one dol- 
lar cry out, in patriotic alarm, that the State 
is going to ruin itself, cripple the industry, 
“kill the goose,” etc. That is very natural, but 
ought not outsiders to be heard, too? The fact 
that the idea of any change is so distressing to 
these gentlemen seems to turnish a presump- 
tion that the established price is pretty low. 

And certuinly one dollar per ton secms a low 
price for the State to put upon this commod- 
ity. It contains about 25 percent. ef phos- 
phoric acid—that is, more than 500 pounds to 
each ton. Can South Carolina afford to supply 
the world with phosphoric acid at this rate? 
Atonof this rock, when treated with acid at 
the factory, becomes two tons of “dissolved 
bone.” At the usual rate of application (200 
pounds an acre), this manures twenty acres, 
say, of cotton. If the increase in yield, due 
solely to the phosphate, be estimated at 100 
pounds an acre, then the ton of phosphate rock 
has produced 2,000 pounds of cotton,and that 
is its equivalent, the value which it has pre- 
duced. 

Again, compare the market price of ourrock 
with that which prevailed for similar material 
before this was scattered abroad. The Cam- 
bridge coprolites are nearly identical in com- 
position with our rock. We read that they 
used to be worth $30 per ton. Did anybody 
ever hear before that a phosphate like ours 
brought only $4 per ton? Yet this is what it 
has come to under the liberal grants to every- 
body that comes—native or foreign. May not 
the Englishman and the Yankee be chuckling 
over our simplicity?

A Study of Colored Substances and 
Dyes. 


By W, N. HARTLEY, F. R. S.. Royal College of 


Dublin, 
The author refers to a paper by Dr. Otto N. 


ous Presence in the molecule of a color-pro- 


pounds which are coloring matters derived 


therefrom. It isshown that benzene and the 


derived bydrocarbons have the property of 


selecting and absorbing certain rays of the 


spectrum, and may thus be regarded a; colored 


bodies, the colors of which are too subtle for 
the eye to perceive thom, By certain reactions 


two or more berzenes may be linked in such a 
way. that the rate of vibration of the new 
molecule is reduced so that it absorbs rays 
within regions of visibility. That which has 
been called chromogen is an invisibly colored 
substance, and that which is termed a chromo- 
phor is an atom or group of atoms capable of 
so reaching as to reduce the rate of vibration 
of the molecule, with the result that it ab- 
sorbs rays of no higher refrangibility than 
the violet, Under certain conditions oxy- 
gen and nitrogen are chrcmophore, hence 
also hydroxyl and nitroxyl. The spectrum 
measurements of a number of nearly related 
dyes and coloring matters are given, together 
with diagrams indicating their molecular vi- 
brations. The modification seen in the curve 
of benzene when an alky! radicle displaces hy- 
drogen consists in three out of the four #b- 
sorpiion-bands being merged in one, and the 
rate of vibration of the absorbed rays is less 
When a body like triphenylmetheue is exam- 
ined, the absorption curve has much of the 
general character of that of benzene, but the 
modifications which it bas undergone are much 
like what one wighi expect from its constitu- 
tion, First, there is one broad band of absorp- 
tion witb just an indication of a second being 
merged in this. Secondly,a great increase in 
the amplitude of the vibrations. Thirdly, the 
rate of vibration of the absorbed rays is great- 
ly reduced. When magenta, Hofmann’s violet 
and iodine-green are examined it is seen that 
the curves are modifications of that of triphen- 
yimethanc; they follow each other closely,.but 
the molecule of greatest mass transmits least 
light, and the light is composed of rays vibrat- 
ing with least rapidity, thus indicating a great- 
er amplitude and less rapidity of vibration ot 
the molecule. Azobenzene and a number oi 
its derivatives of very varied constitution ex- 
hibit curves remarkably similar. It is remark- 
ed that wnen abscrption tikes place in the 
visible region the u!tra-violet rays are gener- 
ally completely absorbed.
